The  Towns  of  Braintree,  Quincy,  Randolph  and  Holbrook, 
which  formerly  composed  the  Town  of  Braintree,  at  their  several 
annual  meetings  held  in  the  year  1885,  voted  to  print  the  records 
of  the  Town  of  Braintree  from  the  date  of  the  incorporation  to  the 
year  1793,  and  severally  selected  the  following  persons  to  carry 
said  vote  into  effect :

Samuel  A.  Bates,  town  clerk  of  Braintree,  was  selected  to  take 
charge  of  the  publication  of  the  records,  and  they  have  been 
printed  under  his  personal  supervision. 

They  were  printed  from  the  copy  made  under  the  direction  of 
the  Town  of  Quincy  in  1876,  and  the  proof  read  from  the  original, 
of  which  they  are  intended  to  be  an  exact  transcript.  It  was 
found  impossible  to  index  all  the  various  ways  in  which  names 
were  spelled,  and  they  are  therefore  placed  under  their  proper 
orthography,  as  far  as  known.

It  is  ordered  that  their  shall  noe  other  mill  be  built  in  the  plan¬ 
tation  without  the  consent  of  Richard  Right  or  his  heires  so  long 
as  the  mill  remains  in  ther  hands  which  was  built  by  the  sd  Rich¬ 
ard  Right,  unless  it  evidently  appear  that  the  sd  mill  will  not  serve 
the  plantation,  and  that  he  or  they  will  not  built  another  in  con¬ 
venient  time 

Delivery  and  seisin  of  Richard  Right. 
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Delivery  and  sezesing  acknowleged  of  the  land  bought  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Right  the  10th  of  5th  mo  1640  delivery  and  sezeing  we  acknowl¬ 
eged  by  the  sd  Richard  Right  unto  the  towne  of  Brantree. 

There  is  a  footway  to  ly  from  the  laine  of  Goodman  Penimans 
where  it  is  markd  one  the  paills  and  two  ladders  appointed  to  be 
made  for  a  stile  and  from  thence  upon  a  straight  line  to  the  met- 
ting  house  over  the  old  Bridge. 

9m0  1641  Against  any  inhabitant  selling  }Tr  Land  without  offer¬ 
ing  of  it  first  to  the  selectmen  to  a  stranger 

It  is  ordered  that  noe  inhabitant  shall  sell  or  dispose  of  any 
house  or  land  to  any  that  is  not  received  a  inhabitant  into  the 
towne  without  it  be  first  offered  unto  the  men  that  are  appointed 
to  dispose  of  the  towns  affairs  ;  and  in  case  it  be  not  bought  by 
them  writhin  twenty  dayes  after  the  first  offer  ;  that  they  shall  have 
liberty  to  dispose  of  it,  only  to  such  as  the  town’s  men  shall  ap¬ 
prove  one,  and  therefore  it  is  Agreed  that  evry  acre  of  land  or 
house  so  disposed  one  without  the  [townsmens  consent  shall  pay] 
[3]  the  whole  sume  of  nineteen  shillings  and  seven  pence  : 

4th  of  the  2,no  1641. 

Moreover  it  is  furder  ordered  that  noe  man  that  is  not  received 
an  inhabitant  into  the  town  shall  have  liberty  to  build  any  house 
or  cottage  within  the  libertys  of  the  towne  without  the  consent  of 
those  that  are  chosen  to  dispose  of  the  towns  affaires.

[them]  that  make  use  of  that  way  should  be  at  the  charge  to  hang 
a  gate  at  the  [hedge  end] 

1th  ;  llmo :  1644  A  Ladders  to  be  provided  for  Chimneys. 

The  same  day  it  is  ordered  that  every  [house]  holder  in  this 
towne  shall  by  the  first  day  of  March  next  insuing  shall  have  a 
ladder  of  his  to  stand  up  against  his  chimney  to  secure  them  and 
the  town  from  fire  or  else  shall  be  lyable  to  pay  what  penalty  the 
town’s  men  shall  impose  one  them.

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This  day  Mr  fflint  made  acknowlegment  of  the  sale  of  the  house 
and  lote  which  was  latly  John  Paflins  and  since  his  death  sold 
unto  the  said  Henry  fflint  by  William  Penne  by  virtue  of  an  exe¬ 
cution  sued  out  by  him  in  the  presence  of  all  the  townsmen  the 
said  Henry  fflint  doth  acknowledge  himselfe  fully  satisfied  by  Mr. 
Doctor  John  Morly  for  the  said  house  only  the  said  Mr.  Doctor 
doth  promise  that  if  he  should  be  called  forth  off  the  towne  to  sir-

To  our  loving  Brethren  and  neighbours  the  Townesmen  of  Bran- 
tre  these  are  to  certifie  you  that  all  we  whose  names  are  under 
written  doe  stand  to  a  Joint  and  equall  purchase  of  the  Common 
one  to  pay  as  much  as  another  and  to  have  every  man  alike  equall 
part  or  share  of  it  not  that  we  intend  hereby  that  any  man  not  hav¬ 
ing  Cattell  of  his  owne  answerable  to  his  share  of  Common  shall 
either  directly  or  indirectly  take  in  from  any  other  Towne  or 
Townes  any  maner  of  Cattell  to  sumner  them  upon  the  Common 
thereby  to  wronge  the  Towne  (we  profess  against  it)  provided  this 
hinder  not  any  of  us  the  inhabitants  aforsayd  to  hire  oxen  or  cows 
for  our  owne  proper  use  or  servis.

Belskar  Henry  Adams  Samuel  Addams,  It  is  ordered  that  every 
man  that  is  an  inhabitant  of  the  Towne  shall  have  Liberty  to  take 
any  timber  off  the  Common  for  any  use  in  the  Towne  (provided) 
so  they  make  not  sale  of  it  out  of  the  Towne  and  in  case  any  shall 
make  sale  of  it  out  of  the  Towne  either  in  boards  or  bolts  or  any 
other  wayes  whole  or  sawne  they  shall  pay  for  every  tunne  of  tim¬ 
ber  live  shillings  a  tunne  to  the  Towne 

Brantree. 

8th  lrao  1652  The  grant  of  the  Townesmen  of  Brantree  to  Mr. 
William  Tinge. 

In  consideration  of  Chapt  William  Tinge  his  interest  with  Boston 
men  in  all  the  lands  of  theirs  within  their  precincts  wlierof  they 
have  made  grant  to  this  Town  dated  20th  8mo  1647  which  was  de¬ 
livered  to  remaine  in  his  hands  untill  he  was  satisfied  for  yeelding 
his  farmes  to  be  thierein  comprehended  and  in  consideration  of  his. 
consenting  thereunto  and  delivering  them  up  the  sd  grant,  it  is 
agreed  and  ordered  that  the  sd  William  Tinge  his  lieires  and 
sucseedors  shall  forever  freely  injoy  to  every  of  his  three  farmes  in 
particular  all  libertys  and  privileges  By  the  sd  grant  to  the 
Towne  as  fully  and  annually  as  any  one  inhabitant  their  or  party 
purchasers  thereof  and  shall  also  enjoy  all  other  privileges  which 
this  Towne  in  any  wise  that  doth  or  may  pertaine  unto  their  towne 
and  it  is  also  agreed  and  ordered  that  noe  way  for  swine  shall  be 
required  through  the  grounds  of  the  sd  William  Tinge  but  such 
dwrift  way  as  George  [Spear]  hath  of  late  in  part  or  whole  layd 
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out  for  [driving]  of  Cattell  nor  noe  way  for  carts  but  the  sd  dwrift 
way  when  it  is  made  conveniant  for  the  passege  theron  b}r  the 
Judgment  of  foure  [men]  indifferently  chosen  by  both  partys  :  —

Strangers  Cominge 
into  Towne  without  consent  of  the  Selectmen. 

There  being  mett  together  Martin  Sanders  Samuel  Base  James 
Peniman  Richard  Brackit  William  Allis:  —  Upon  Consideration 
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of  great  ill  conveniencyes  that  may  come  to  the  Towne  of  Bran- 
tree  by  parsons  coming  into  inhabite  amongst  us  ;  It  is  there¬ 
fore  ordered  that  noe  person  or  persons  shall  come  into  inhabite 
amongst  us  without  the  Selectmens  consent  upon  the  penalty  of 
ninetene  shillings  fine  for  every  three  dayes  they  shall  stay  amongst 
us  ;  and  it  is  furder  ordered  that  noe  inhabitant  shall  receive  any 
person  or  inmate  into  tlier  house  above  three  dayes  without  the 
Townesmens  consent  upon  the  forfiture  of  ninetene  Shillings  and 
eleven  pence  :  — 

And  it  is  furder  ordered  that  noe  man  shall  build  house  or  cot¬ 
tage  within  the  Towneship  of  Brantree  uthout  the  Townsmen  con¬ 
sent  upon  the  forfiture  of  such  penalty  as  the  Selectmen  shall  see 
cause  to  put  upon  them

Eliots 

Upon  the  same  day  tlier  is  layd  one  footway  to  ly  from  the 
Rocke  by  George  Ruggells  [street]  over  the  fresh  Brooke  in  the 
convenientest  place  and  so  straight  along  by  the  foreside  of  ffranis 
Eliots  Barne  and  so  straight  over  his  Lot  in  the  convenientest 
place  and  so  to  the  end  of  the  highway  that  goes  up  by  Mr. 
fflints  :  :  —  : 


[8]  23th  12mo  1651.  A  highway  layed  out  to  the  Common 
through  Richard  Hardiers  ground  and  Martin  Sanders  Junior. 

At  the  Selectmens  meeting  ther  being  present  Samuel  Base  and 
Martin  Sanders  Steven  Ivinsly  James  Peniman :  William  Allis: 
They  have  ordered  and  layed  out  a  highway  to  the  Common  the 
way  to  begine  att  the  uper-end  of  Martin  Sanders  Juniors  ground 
next  the  highway  going  to  the  mill  twelfe  foote  of  it  to  ly  in 
Martin  Sanders  ground  and  twelfe  foote  of  it  to  ly  in  Thomas 
Mekins  ground  the  high  way  to  be  foure  and  twenty  foote  broad 
and  so  runing  to  the  picli  of  the  hill  after  the  pich  of  the  hill  to 
run  a  rod  in  Goodman  Richard  Hardiars  ground  and  a  rod  in 
Thomas  Mekins  ground  two  rods  broad  and  so  to  run  foure  and 
twenty  foote  wide  in  Thomas  Mekins  ground  upon  a  straight  line 
to  the  uper  end  of  his  ground  and  then  to  run  from  thence  into 
Richard  Hardiars  ground  foure  and  twenty  foote  wide  up  to  the 
common. 

It  is  furder  ordered  that  the  Towne  shall  provide  two  gates 
sufficiently  hanged ;  And  then  Richard  Hardiar  and  Martin  San¬ 
ders  Junior  doe  promise  to  maintaine  them  or  cause  them  to  be 
maintained  by  them  and  ther  heires  and  sucseeders  ever  after :  — 
Upon  which  condition  the  Selectmen  of  Brantree  doe  give  these 
sd.  men  mentioned  Richard  Hardiar  and  Martin  Sanders  Junior 
thirty  Shillings  to  provide  gates  to  hang  up  ;  —  and  the  sd.  townes 
men  doe  give  them  twrenty  shillings  upon  these  conditions  as 
aforsayd  that  they  shall  maintain  these  sd.  gates  for  ever ;  And 
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they  have  liberty  to  keep  them  lockt  from  the  first  of  Aprill  to  the 
first  of  October,  but  to  let  any  of  the  Towne  to  make  use  of  the 
highway  in  this  time  they  coming  for  the  key  :  And  the  rest  of 
the  yeare  the  gates  are  to  stand  open  :  — 

[9]  29th:  8mo :  1656:  A  vote  passed  att  a  publike  meeting 
about  the  common. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Brantrey  having  publike  notis  given  six 
weekes  before  the  Vote  passed  to  give  a  publike  meeting  for  the 
ordereing  and  disposing  of  the  Common,  for  future  times) 

At  which  meeting  the  inhabitants  that  were  their  meet  voted 
the  Common  for  to  lye  as  a  free  Common  unto  all  inhabitants  of 
the  Towne,  that  are  legally  taken  in  by  the  Selectmen  :  and  such 
to  have  the  like  priveleges  as  the  grand  purchassers :  But  when 
it  was  voted  att  the  sd  meeting  their  was  but  foure  men  that  dis- 
cented  or  voted  against  it :  which  were  bv  nam  as  is  here  under 
written

man  Ho3’din  to  bring  his  corne  out  or  any  that  shall  have  cause 
to  bring  anj^  that  way. 

A  high  way  layd  out  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  old  feiid  for  good- 
man  Hoydin  to  carry  or  bring  his  corne  out  of  his  land  by  John 
Dossits  land,  Senior,  which  way  is  layd  and  appointed  to  lye  in 
the  line  betwene  Deacon  Bass  and  John  Dosset  Senior,  downe  the 
hill  and  then  to  lye  by  goodman  Webbs  swamp  and  so  along  be¬

A  highway  layed  out  into  the  Common 
upon  Henry  Neals  land  from  Barnabus  Derifalls 

This  way  was  layed  out  into  the  common  by  goodman  Grisers 
and  James  Couveys  formerly  going  up  the  rockes  straight  from 
the  runnill  of  water  in  the  country  highway  ;  but  upon  the  request 
of  Henry  Neal  &  nth  the  consent  of  the  Selectmen  it  was  altered 
and  layed  by  the  sid  of  Henr}'  Neals  planting  feiid  one  the  south 
sid  of  the  country  way  and  by  the  side  of  the  hill  a  great  rocke 
lying  one  the  lower  side  before  you  goe  over  the  runnell,  and  when 
you  are  over  the  runnell  a  little  to  the  right  on  a  steep  pich  of  a 
hill  and  then  into  the  common  this  way  turning  out  of  the  country 
high  way  before  you  come  to  goe  downe  the  hill  where  the  water 
runs  downe  into  a  swamp  one  the  north  west  sid  of  the  country

At  a  Towne  meeting  there  being  presant  Capt  William  Tinge 
Samuel  Base  Steven  Kinsly  Martin  Sanders  Benjamin  Allbee  & 
Mathew  Barnes  ;  —  At  a  meeting  this  day  it  was  agreed  by  us, 
and  by  Thomas  Hoolbrooke  and  Henry  Kingman  Nathanill  Ad¬ 
ams  a  committee  from  waymoth  to  lay  out  the  Country  way 
through  Brantry  to  Dorchester :  That  the  sd.  highway  shall  lye

which  hill  to  the  brooke  six  rods  ;  and  so  runs  one  foure  rods  to 
Dorchester  bounds  as  it  is  already  set  out  by  severall  marke  trees 
for  that  purpose,  and  this  we  present  to  the  Honered  Courte  to  be 
recorded  for  the  country  high  way  for  ever :  —

A  grant  to  Samuel  Kinsly  of  Brantrey  upon  a  training  dajT  about 
the  8th  12mo.  1657.  By  the  whole  inhabitants  granted  to  the  sayd 
Samuel  Kinsly  that  he  should  have  twenty  rods  of  the  Townes 
Common  before  his  door ;  so  as  it  may'  not  damnifie  noe  man  for  a 
highway  coming  out  of  the  common  ;  which  land  is  to  seet  a  barne 
one  and  a  yard  about  it ;  and  to  be  sett  out  by  the  selectmen  : 
which  was  so  sett  out  according  to  the  grant:

At  John  Millis  house  the  country  high  way  going  up  the  hill  of 
Rockes  being  to  straite  ;  and  therefore  presented)  the  selectmen  of 
the  Towne  therefore  has  layd  it  about  foure  rods  into  John  Milles 
lote  which  is  to  two  Rockes  allmost  together  one  great  rocke  and 
one  litle  one  and  so  to  a  blacke  stumpe.  and  from  thence  to  rune

Agreed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Towne  of  Brantry  att  two 
meetings  that  Chapt.

Ther  being  propositions  made  by  Elder  Baitts  Deacon  Dyer  of 
waymoth  and  Capt.  ffoster  of  Dorcester  chosen  by  the  County 
Court  held  in  January  68  :  ffor  to  heare  the  matter  in  difference 
betwene  the  Towne  of  Brantry  and  Mrs.  Anna  Thompson,  and  so 
to  make  a  returne  of  it  onto  the  next  County  Court,  And  these 
propositions  was  made  after  a  full  debate  of  matters  by  both  p ar¬ 
ty  s,  wch  was  that  the  Towne  of  Brantry  should  give  Mres  Anna 
Thompson  the  Just  sum  of  forty  pounds  in  the  yeare  (69)  and 
this  should  satisfie  upon  all  demands  and  the  Towne  of  Brantry 
should  have  a  full  discharge  and  be  acquitted  by  the  sayd  Anna 
Thompson  from  all  after  demands  whatever ;  only  what  is  given 
in  her  last  six  bills  she  had  liberty  to  get  her  due  of  each  person 
wch  was  in  her  bills  set  downe  legally  by  the  Deacons.

(the  next  first  month  excepted)  for  foure  yeares  successively 
vntill  the  whole  be  payed  all  ye  said  Payments  to  be  made  in  mer¬ 
chantable  corne  as  wheat  Rye  peas  &  Indian  at  fifty  shillings  in 
each  of  them,  wch  sayd  sum  of  fifty  pounds  being  payed  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Towne  of  Brantrey  are  not  only  to  enjoy  for  a 
•comon  the  1500  aeers  formerly  layd  out  for  a  comon,  but  also  the 
above  liberty  and  power  utli  all  their  inhabitants  as  other  townes 
to  bring  in  att  improved  lands  to  bear  comon  charges  utli  them. 
Provided  that  Mr.  John  Wilson  Pastour  of  the  clih  of  Boston  shall 
not  be  ratted  unto  Brantrey  for  his  farme  at  Brantrey  only  that 
his  [farm]  shall  be  still  lyable  as  hertofore  :  Finilly  it  is  agreed 
and  prmised  by  ye  said  three  men  of  Brantrey,  to  make  the  A  for 
said  Payments. 

[22]  Att  the  meeting  house  of  Boston  to  the  Selectmen  ther- 
of,  wch  shall  be  successivly  chosen  ye  severall  yeare.

At  a  Country  Court  held  at  Boston  30th  April  1662  Thomas 
ffaxon  Senr  Peter  Brackit  and  Moses  Paine  in  the  behalfe  of  the 
Towne  of  Brantrey  Plaintiff,  against  Thomas  Gatliffe  of  the  sd 
Towne  Defendant  in  an  action  of  the  case  by  Treaspassing  vpon 
the  Townes  right  in  lands  that  is  or  hath  bine  flowed  by  the  mill 
pond  by  mowing  grass  and  chalenging  it  as  his  owne  propriety  as 
alsa  trespassing  vpon  the  Townes  common  in  fencing  in  part  of  it 
and  vpon  the  townes  highway  by  his  building  fencing  and  digging 
holes  according  to  attachment  dat :  23.  2  mo  :  62. 

The  Plaintiffs  withdrew  ther  action. 

Both  Plaintiff  and  Defendant  appearing  in  Court  produced  an

other  person  from  them  (ye  said  Purchasers)  then  ye  Town  to  re¬ 
mitt  the  sum  or  sums  aforesaid,  The  said  Purchasers  in  case  they 
enjoy  it,  to  leave  out  ye  cart  way  leading  to  ye  Captains  Plain  (so 
called)  along  by  ye  swamp  and  ye  way  leading  to  William  Thayers, 
both  coming  into  one  below  [ill  the  stony  [143]  ground,  i.e.  the 
Land  they  enjo}T  not  to  extend  further  upon  y°  common  than  these 
ways  to  all  which  ye  Purchasers  Committee  agreed.

(for  some  time)  their  vote  being  dubious,  the  moderator  that  it 
might  be  clearly  Decided)  Divided  the  Polls  by  desiring  those  who 
were  for  it  to  go  into  the  womans  seats  and  those  that  were  against 
it  to  go  into  the  mens  seats,  and  the  vote  passed  on  the  negative. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Moderator  to  the  Town  whether  they  would 
allow  Mr.  Peter  Hobart  their  late  Treasurer  anything  for  his  serv¬ 
ice  in  said  office  as  to  the  present  year  for  the  time  past,  it  passed 
on  the  negative. 

Braintre}r,  July  25th.  1726. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Braintry  Lawfully  assembled,  They  then 
chose  by  written  votes,  Captain  Peter  Adams  Moderator. 

£15  —  Then  voted,  that  ffifteen  Pounds  money  be  forthwith  raised 
(as  an  addition  to  what  was  before  granted  in  May  last  past)  for 
the  Defreying  Town  Charges 

The  Moderator  then  put  the  Question  whether  the  Town  would 
appropriate  a  certain  Parcel  or  parcels  of  the  common  Lands  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Town  to  the  use  of  the  ministry  of  the  respective 
Precincts  within  the  same  as  they  now  stand  Divided,  and  that  the 
improvement  of  the  appropriated  Parcels  of  Land  to  the  use  afore¬ 
said  be  from  time  to  time  under  the  Regulation  and  direction  of 
the  town,  the  number  of  acres  being  an  hundred,  said  hundred 
acres  to  be  laid  out  equal  in  quality  to  each  precinct,  it  passed  on 
the  affirmative 

Then  voted  that  a  Committee  be  chosen  to  lay  out  said  land. 
Voted  that  Mr  Joseph  Crosbey  Mr.  Samuel  White,  Mr.  Benjamin 
Webb,  Mr.  Nehemiah  Hayden  Lt.  Joseph  Neall,  &  Deacon  Samuel 
Bass  :  be  a  Committee  for  that  affair,  and  that  five  of  them  be  a 
Quorum,  to  act  in  that  matter,  and  that  report  thereof  be  made 
unto  the  Town  next  Town  meeting. 

The  private  high  way  from  the  Gate  of  the  honourable  Edmund 
Quincey  Esqr.  laid  out  formerly,  to  the  way  leading  from  squan- 
tum  to  milton  was  deferred,  to  be  debated  on  until  the  next  Town 
meeting. 

[165]  Braintrey  March  the  6th.  1726/7. 

The  Inhabitants  of  of  said  Town  being  Lawfully  assembled, 
They  then  chose  John  Quincey  Esqr.  moderator  for  that  day  — 

The  moderator  then  moved  it  to  the  Town  whether  they  would

Jones,  Joseph  White. 

Fence  Viewers  were  John  Mills  Nathan  Bracket,  Thomas  French 
&  John  French. 

Hogreeves  Samuel  Ruggles,  John  Baxter  Junior,  John  Bow- 
ditch,  Joseph  Thayer,  Josiah  French. 

Sealer  of  Leather  was  Mr.  John  Beal. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Samuel  Payne,  Mr.  John  Marshall  and  Mr. 
Samuel  Thompson  be  a  Committee  to  make  up  accoumpts  with 
the  Town  Treasurer  Mr.  Benjamin  Webb,  for  the  time  past,  and 
make  Returne  of  their  doings  therein,  the  next  town  meeting. 

Voted,  that  whosoever  shall  kill  any  grown  black  birds  between, 
this  sixth  Day  of  March  and  the  Last  Day  of  May  next  ensuing 
should  have  Threepence  $>r  head,  and  for  all  young  ones  in  said 
[166]  time  half  penny  p  head,  and  that  from  the  last  Day  of 
May  aforesaid)  to  the  last  Day  of  November  next,  who  ever  shall 
kill  said  Birds  shall  have  Penny  p  head,  the  heads  of  all  said 
Birds  to  be  brought  in  to  any  of  the  Selectmen  or  Constables  of 
said  Town 

Voted  that  who  ever  should  enter  a  good  sufficient  Bull  not 
under  two  years  old  with  the  Town  Clerk  any  time  between  the 
Present  month  march  and  May  next,  the  said  Bull  to  be  kept  in  a 
pasture  for  the  Towns  use  only  untill  the  29th.  Day  of  September 
next,  shall  receive  Twenty  shillings  out  of  the  Towns  —  Treasury, 
Provided  thev  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  seven  Two  of  said 
seven  to  run  at  large. 

Voted,  That  whosoever  shall  enter  a  good  sufficient  Boar  with 
the  Town  Clerk  between  this  present  month  march  and  May  next 
of  six  months  old  at  least,  and  to  run  at  large  for  the  use  of  the 
town  this  present  year  shall  receive  out  of  the  Towns  Treasury 
Ten  shillings,  Provided  They  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  four.

Voted,  that  a  Committee  be  chosen  to  take  care  of  the  whole 
affair  Relating  to  the  Iron  work  Dam,  in  this  Town,  and  to  doo 
therein  what,  They  shall  Think  most  fit,  for  the  Benefit  and  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  Town. 

[167]  The  Committee  then  chosen  were  John  Quincey  Esqr. 
Mr.  Joseph  Crosbey  and  Mr  Thomas  White. 

Voted,  that  Mr.  John  Cleverly,  and  Mr.  Benjamin  Webb  be 
added  to  the  Three  selectmen  of  the  North  end  of  this  town,  to  fix 
the  Place  or  Places,  where  the  school  shall  be  kept  at  the  south 
end  of  the  town. 

Voted,  That  Joseph  Parmenter  have  Thirty  shillings  £1.10 — 
for  his  service  as  Town  Clerk  the  year  past. 


Braintree  the  22d.  May  1727. 

The  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  being  Lawfully  assembled  they 
then  chose  John  Quincey  Esqr.  Their,  Representative  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

They  then  chose  (also)  the  honourable  Edmund  Esqr.  Mod¬ 
erator  the  Report  of  the  committee  chosen  to  make  up  accompts 
with  the  Town  Treasurer,  Mr.  Benjamin  Webb,  was  then  heard  Re¬ 
ceived  accepted  by  said  Town,  and  he  the  said  Town  Treasurer  dis¬ 
charged  for  so  much  by  him  Payed,  as  appears  under  the  hands 
of  said  committee  chosen  by  the  Town  to  adjust  accompts  with 
him,  which  accompt  is  now  on  file. 

£90 —  Then  voted  that  ninety  Pounds  be  raised  forthwith  for  the 
Defreying  the  necessary  charges  of  this  Present  year.

The  Constables  then  chosen  were  John  Niles,  John  Thayer  son 
of  John  Thayer. 
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[168]  June  12th.  1727. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Braintrey  Lawfully  assembled,  They  then 
chose  Captain  Peter  Adams  Moderator  for  that  day. 

John  Thayer,  (son  of  John  Thayer)  who  was  chosen  Constable 
with  John  Niles,  May  22d.  1727,  Presented  to  the  Town  Mr. 
Ephraim  Jones  of  said  Town,  who  offered  before  the  Town  then 
met  to  serve  in  the  Room  &  stead  of  said  Thayer  &  Niles,  as 
constable  for  the  year  ensuing,  he  the  said  Jones  was  then  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  Town  as  Constable  in  the  Room  &  stead  of  the  said 
John  Thayer  &  John  Niles. 

£30 —  Then  voted  that  Thirty  Pounds  money  more  be  raised  & 
added  to  the  ninety  Pounds  granted  by  the  Town,  last  May 
meeting,  for  the  Defreying  the  necessary  charges  of  the  Town. 

The  affair  of  the  Return  of  the  Committee  about  the  common 
Lands  was  deferred  till  next,  Town  meeting. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Braintree  Lawfully  assembled  November 
the  6th.  1727,  then  chose  John  Quincey  Esqr.  their  Representative. 

They  then  likewise  chose  the  honourable  Edmund  Quincey 
Esqr.  Moderator. 

Mr.  Joseph  Neall,  Mr  Samuel  Bass,  Mr.  Nehemiah  Hayden 
Mr.  Benjamin  Webb,  Mr.  Samuel  White,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Crosbev 
having  been  chosen  a  committee  by  the  Town  July  the  25th.  1726, 
to  lay  out  a  hundred  acres  of  the  Common  Land  (belonging  to 
the  Town)  for  the  use  of  the  ministry,  did  pursuant  thereunto 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Maudsley  of  Dorchester,  surveyor,  lay 
out  said  hundred  acres  of  appropriated  Land  in  four  Peices  as  in 
Their  Report  by  writing,  under  all  their  hands  is  there  expressed 
&  bounded,  which  Report  is  now  on  file  and  was  this  Day  Read, 
once  and  againe  to  the  Town,  and  voted  accepted,  and  by  them 
was  rattified  and  confirmed. 

Then  voted  that  Nathaniel  Owen  Senior,  Deacon  Samuel  Bass, 
and  Moses  Belcher  Junior,  be  a  Committee  to  inspect  said  Peice 
of  appropriated  Lands,  and  that  any  Two  of  them  should  [169] 
have  Power  to  prosicute  any  such  persons  that  do  trespass 
thereon. 

The  moderator  was  then  Requested  by  the  selectmen  to  pro¬ 
pose  to  the  Town  whether  they  would  have  Two  Gramer  Schools 
kept  in  it,  and  ye  vote  it  passed  on  the  negative. 

The  Report  of  the  committee  who  laid  out  a  Hundred  acres  of 
the  common  Land  belonging  to  the  Town  for  ye  use  of  the 
ministry  is  as  followeth. 

We  the  subscribers  being  a  Committee  chosen  by  the  Town  at 
their  meeting  on  the  25th.  day  of  July  1726,  to  lay  out  a  Hundred 
acres  of  the  common  Land  belonging  to  the  Town  for  the  use  of 
the  ministry  &c.  Have  Pursuant  thereunto  with  the  assistance  of 

Mr - Maudsley  of  Dorchester  Surveyor,  Proceeded  as  follows. 

First,  we  laid  out  one  Piece  of  25  acres  in  the  small  common  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  land  of  the  widow  Elinr  Penniman  &  Moses  Belcher 
in  the  following  form  beginning  at  the  corner  of  said  widow  Pen- 
niman’s  Land,  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Lane  that  leads  into  the 
common,  we  run  southerly  by  said  Land,  and  the  Land  of  Mosels 
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Belcher  Junior,  eighty  four  Rods  straight  thorow  said  Penniman’s 
Land,  there  being  a  considerable  bow  in  her  fence,  and  extended 
the  line  northward  from  the  corner  of  her  Land  seven  Rods  thorow 
which  the  lane  must  be  continued  the  length  of  the  Piece  when  it 
cbmes  square  being  ninety  one  Rods  on  that  side,  the  South  end 
being  32  Rods  wide,  making  a  right  angle  against  Moses  Belchers 
Land,  the  north  end  57  Rods  in  width,  and  the  length  on  the  east 
side  about  96  Rods,  this  containing  near  an  acre  above  measure  to 
supply  the  want  of  that  quantity  by  the  crooked  line  on  the  west 
side,  next  we  laid  out  a  Piece  of  the  same  quantity  between  the 
Lands  of  Joseph  Adams  &  Josiah  Faxson,  Divided  from  the  com¬ 
mon  by  a  line  begining  at  a  corner  in  said  Faxson’s  Fence  & 
Running  eight  Rods  westward,  and  from  thence  we  run  north  four¬ 
teen  Degrees  west  till  we  met  the  Plain  fence  so  called  which 
encloses  the  -whole  Piece. 

[170]  Nextly  we  laid  out  a  Piece  of  Twenty  five  acres  by  the 
Pine  Hill  adjacent  to  the  lands  of  Joseph  Nightingal  Decd.  thus, 
beginning  at  the  wall  at  the  south  west  corner  of  said  Land  we  Run 
Southwest  64  Rods,  then  making  a  Right  angle  we  run  south  east 
64  Rods  and  from  thence  to  said  Nightingals  fence,  the  Piece  being 
64  Rods  square,  a  great  flat  Rock  making  the  bounds  of  the  south 
east  corner,  and  lastly  we  laid  out  a  Piece  of  the  same  quantity  in 
the  small  common  by  the  Lands  of  Jonathan  Hayward  Junior, 
Thomas  French  and  William  French.  It  bounds  Eastwardly  on 
said  Hayward  40  Rods  and  Southwardly  in  said  Frenches  one  hun¬ 
dred  Rods,  the  opposite  lines  being  of  equal  length,  all  the  Pieces 
being  bounded  by  heaps  of  stones  where  there  is  no  fence.

Then  voted,  that  no  Inhabitant  of  this  Town  shall  hereafter, 
Presume  to  Dig  or  carry  off  from  the  common  Lands,  any  stone 
or  stones  whatsoever  (for  sale  or  Market)  under  ye  Penalty  of 
Twenty  shillings  for  every  cart  load,  so  Dug  or  carried  off,  with¬ 
out  License  first  had  from  the  town  or  committee  hereafter  named, 
and  Paying  for  the  same  as  the  Town  or  committee  and  said  Per¬ 
son  shall  agree. 

Voted  that  the  same  committee,  or  anv  Two  of  them  shall  have 
Power  to  Prosicute  any  Person  or  Persons  not  Inhabitants,  who 
shall  hereafter  presume  to  Dig  and  carry  off  the  Towns  common, 
[171]  Land  any  stone  or  stones  whatsoever,  without  License, 
first  had  from  the  said  committee,  and  Paying  for  the  same  as  the 
Committee  and  the  Person  shall  agree.  The  committee  to  make 
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Report  of  their  doings,  and  accompt  with  the  Town,  at  their  Gen¬ 
eral  meeting  in  March,  annually,  for  what  money  they  shall  have 
Received. 

The  Committee  then  chosen  were  Mr.  Benjamin  Neall  Mr.  John 
Ruggles  and  Mr.  William  Hunt. 

Then  voted  that  the  first  and  the  third  Pieces  of  Land  laid  out 
and  Returned  by  the  Committee,  be  and  ly  for  the  use  of  the  min¬ 
istry  for  the  North  Precinct,  and  the  second  and  last  pieces  of 
Land  mentioned  as  aforesaid,  be  and  ly  for  the  use  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  South  Precinct,  as  the  Respective  Precincts  aforesaid  now 
stand  divided. 

The  Moderator  (at  the  request  of  the  Town)  Adjourned  the 
meeting  untill  monday,  the  27th.  Day  of  November  instant,  at 
twelve  of  the  clock  on  said  Day. 

The  Free-holders  &  Inhabitants  of  Braintree  at  an  adjournment 
from  November  the  17th.  to  November  27th.  1727,  being  then  met 
and  after  some  consideration  of;  and  Debate  upon  a  method  about 
the  Dividing  or  disposing  of  the  six  thousand  Acres  of  Land 
Granted  by  the  honoured  General  Court  to  the  Town  anno.  Dom¬ 
ini  1666  and  confirmed  to  them  anno  Domini  17 

Voted  That  for  the  more  Peaceable  settlement  of  the  same  the 
said  Land  be  divided  as  near  &  conveniently  as  may  be  between 
the  Two  Precincts,  or  Districts  within  this  Town  as  the  same  now 
stands  Divided  and  that  for  quantity  &  quality,  to  be  hence  for¬ 
ward  managed,  improved  &  farther  Divided  or  Disposed  of,  as 
shall  be  agreed  on  &  ordered  by  each  Precinct  Respectively  from 
time  to  time  for  ever  hereafter. 

A  motion  then  being  made,  and  the  Question  Put  whether  the 
Town  by  the  words  in  the  late  vote  of  the  Town  for  Granting  or 
appropriating  one  hundred  Acres  of  common  Land  for  the  use  of 
the  ministry  it  shall  be  understood  or  construed  to  include  any 
other  ministry  then  a  Congregational  and  [172]  Presbyterian 
ministry,  the  vote  then  Passed  in  the  negative,  at  the  same  time 
voted,  that  John  Quincey  Esqr.  be  desired  to  Present  the  votes  of 
the  Town  that  they  passed  November  the  17th.  Instant,  Relating 
to  the  Prohibiting  of  Persons  Diging  or  carrying  off  the  Towns 
common  Land  any  stone  or  Stones  (for  sale  or  market)  to  the 
honoured  court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  Their  approbation. 

It  was  then  likewise  voted  that  Col.  Quincey  should  have  Twen¬ 
ty  shillings,  for  the  Town  having  had  the  service  of  his  Bull. 

March  4th.  1727/8. 

Moderator.  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  &  other  Inhab¬ 
itants  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  (qualified)  to  vote  in  Town 
affairs)  on  Monday  the  fourth  day  of  March  Annoq  Domini 
1727/8  being  thereto  Legally  warned  after  the  Clerk  had  read  the 
warrants  for  calling  the  said  meeting  with  the  returns  thereof, 
They  then  chose  John  Quincey  Esqr.  Moderator  for  that  day. 

The  said  John  Quincey  accepting  and  taking  his  place  asked  of 
the  Inhabitants  so  met,  to  bring  in  their  votes  for  a  Town  Clerk, 
which  they  did,  and 

Clerk  —  Benjamin  Webb,  was  chosen  Town  Clerk  for  the  year 
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ensuing,  and  forthwith  sworn  to  the  true  and  faithful  execution  of 
said  office. 

Selectmen  The  Moderator  then  Demanded  of  the  meeting  their 
votes,  for  the  Choice  of  Selectmen  for  the  year  ensuing  their  votes

Constables.  Nextly,  The  votes  for  Constables  being  called  for, 
and  brought  in,  Richard  Thayer  (Smith,  so  called)  Samuel  Niles, 
and  Moses  Belcher  Senr.  were  chosen  to  that  office,  The  sd.  Moses, 
Belcher  declaring  to  the  meeting  his  non-acceptance,  they  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  Choice  of  another,  and  William  Field  being  Chosen, 
he  also  declared  his  non  acceptance,  after  which  John  Adams, 
being  by  a  majority  of  votes  chosen,  he  declared  his  acceptance. 

[173]  A  motion  being  then  made  to  the  meeting  by  Samuel 
Niles  and  Richard  Thayer,  whether  they  would  accept  of  Ephraim 
Jones,  (who  offered  it)  to  serve  in  stead  of  them  two,  a  vote  was 
asked  thereon,  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Town  Treasurer — Votes  being  then  called  for  for  the  choice  of 
a  Town  Treasurer  and  brought  in,  Benjamin  Webb  was  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  thereof  chosen  to  said  office  for  the  year  ensuing. 

The  other  officers  chosen  at  the  said  meeting  by  hand  votes, 
being  after  nomination  put  to  vote  by  the  moderator,  were  as  fol¬

Instruction  about  y6  Schools.  Further  upon  a  motion  made 
by  some  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  new  South  Precinct  in  the 
Town  (and  manifestation  of  their  desire)  that  the  School  Master 
that  shall  for  the  future  keep  the  school  in  the  south  part  of  the

the  said  new-Precinct  the  voters  present  were  desired  by  the  mod¬ 
erator  to  declare  their  minds  by  a  vote,  which  they  did,  and  it 
passed  in  the  negative. 

It  was  again  put  to  vote  by  the  Moderator,  at  the  desire  of  the 
persons  aforesaid,  whether  the  Town  would  abate  the  said  New 
Precinct  their  proportion  of  the  charge  of  all  other  Schools  in  the 
Town  provided  they  will  maintain  one  amoung  themselves,  It  again 
passed  in  the  negative. 

Further,  the  voters  were  desired  by  the  moderator  to  declare 
their  minds  by  a  vote  whether  they  would  have  any  Bulls  &  Boars 
kept  at  the  charge  of  the  Town,  which  they  did,  and  it  passed  in 
the  affirmative 

Bulls  &  Boars.  Then  voted,  that  whosoever  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  town  shall  enter  with  the  Town  Clerk,  a  good  sufficient  Bull 
of  Two  years  old  at  least,  before  the  first  day  of  May  next,  to  be 
kept  for  the  towns  use  until  the  Twenty  ninth  day  of  September 
next  ensuing,  shall  receive  Twenty  shillings  out  of  the  Town 
Treasury,  Provided  There  be  not  so  entered  above  the  number  of 
eight,  Two  whereof  to  run  at  large. 

Then  voted,  that  whoever  shall  enter  as  abovesaid  a  good  suffi¬ 
cient  Boar,  within  the  term  abovsaid  of  six  months  old  at  least,  to 
run  at  large  for  the  use  of  the  Town  the  year  ensuing,  shall  Re¬ 
ceive  out  of  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  Ten  shillings,  Provided  yl 
there  be  not  above  foure  so  entered. 

Blackbirds — Then  also  voted,  that  whosoever  shall  kill  any 
black-Birds  in  the  Town  old  or  young,  shall  be  paid  as  they  were 
in  the  year  past,  both  with  respect  to  the  price  and  season,  they 
bringing  their  heads,  as  was  voted  the  last  year. 

Agreeable  to  a  vote  of  the  Town  November  17th.  1727,  Mr. 
Benjamin  Neall,  one  of  the  Committee  chosen  to  manage  the  affair 
of  selling  the  stones  in  the  Towns  Comon  &c.  made  report  that  he 
had  with  the  consent  of  John  Ruggles,  another  of  said  committee 
agreed  with  Samuel  Savel  Junr.  for  a  parcel  of  Stones  before  Dugg 
by  s(1  Savel,  being  near  Three  Boat  loads,  at  thirty  shillings,  to  be 
paid  by  said  Savel  therefor,  but  Savel  not  having  removed  them 
the  said  Neall  had  received  no  money  therefor. 

further  the  said  Benjamin  Neal  reported  that  he  had  agreed  with 
Benjamin  Everden  of  Dorchester  for  a  Mill-stone  he  found  said 
Everden  carrying  away,  the  said  Everden  having  obliged  himself 
to  pay  Thirty  shillings  therefor. 

[175]  Voted  to  ye  Clark,  £3.10-0  Then  also  voted  that  Mr. 
Joseph  Parmenter,  should  bepaid  out  of  the  Town  Treasury 
Three  Pounds  and  ten  shillings :  Thirty  shillings  whereof  for  his 
service  the  last  year  as  Town  Clerk,  and  forty  shillings  as  a  Gra¬ 
tuity 

the  Treasurer  £2.10-0.  Then  also  voted  that  Benjamin  Webb 
should  receive  Fifty  shillings  out  of  the  Treasury  for  his  service 
the  last  year,  as  Town  Treasurer.

Se  ye  Law  Book  Page  395-6  The  Selectmen  having  been  noti¬ 
fied  by  the  said  Treasurer,  issued  out  their  warrants  to  the  Consta¬ 
bles  of  the  Town  for  calling  a  meeting  of  the  Freeholders,  to  choose 
Trustees,  Qualified  as  in  the  act  is  provided,  to  take,  out  their 
proportion  of  the  said  Sixty  Thousand  Pounds,  if  the  said  Free¬ 
holders  saw  meet  to  take  it. 

being  £552  the  towns  proportion  Moderator.  Pursuant  wlier- 
unto  Having  been  duly  warned  they  assembled  on  Wednesday  the 
third  day  of  April  Anno  Domoni  1728,  and  being  so  met  after  the 
Clerk  had  Publickly  Read  the  Treasurer’s  notification,  The  War- 
rants  with  the  Returns  and  likewise  the  act  aforesaid.

On  December  30th.  1728,  The  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  assembled  In  a  Town  Meeting,  being  called  thereto 
by  a  warrant  given  out  by  order  of  the  Selectmen,  Dated  Decem¬ 
ber  18th.  1728,  the  contents  whereof  were  as  folio weth,  viz*. 

first  To  choose  a  Moderator.  Secondly  To  consider  of  &  do 
what  may  be  needful  and  proper  to  be  acted  &  done  to  prevent  the 
great  Damage  the  Town  suffers  by  some  particular  persons,  who 
(without  Liberty  from  the  Town)  Digg  &  carry  off  the  stones 
from  the  Towns  Common. 

Meeting  about  Stones.  Thirdly  to  consider  and  determine 
whether  it  may  not  be  for  the  Towns  advantage  to  demise  or  Let 
the  said  comon  or  a  part  thereof,  and  if  so,  to  proceed  thereon 
accordingly. 

Lastly  To  consider  and  determine  whether  they  will  allow  a 
way  (heretofore  layd  out  by  the  Selectmen,  at  the  desire  of  sundry 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town)  thorow  Coll®.  Quinceys  Farm,  to 
be  a  town  way  &c  as  may  bee  seen  more  at  large  by  the  war¬ 
rants  on  file.  '[181] 

The  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  being  met  as  abovesaid, 
the  warrants  with  their  Returns  being  Read.  They  proceeded  & 
chose  Capt.  Peter  Adams  moderator,  after  which  they  proceeded 
to  act  upon  the  first  article  or  clause  in  the  warrant,  and  after 
sundry  votes  were  passed,  Preliminary  or  Introductory  to  an  or¬ 
der  or  by-law  concerning  the  stones,  which  seemed  by  those  votes 
to  be  thing  design’d,  a  vote  for  confirmation  of  what  had  passed 
was  called  for,  but  it  passed  in  the  negative,  and  so  the  whole 
affair  was  brought  to  a  non  pluss.  The  other  articles  in  the  war¬ 
rant  were  discoursed  on,  but  no  vote  passed  thereon.  After 
which  some  persons  declaring  their  judgments  that  it  was  im¬ 
proper  or  at  least  unnecessary  to  Record  the  votes  that  had 
passed,  seeing  the  things  could  not  be  effected  ;  a  vote  was  asked 
whe —  the  votes  that  had  passed  should  be  put  on  Record,  and  it 
passed  in  the  negative. 


On  January  31st.  1728/9  About  dividing  the  town. 

The  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Brain¬ 
tree  assembled  in  a  town  meeting,  Pursuant  to  warrant  therefor 
Issued  out  by  order  of  the  Selectmen,  The  contents  whereof  are  as 
follows,  viz*.  First  to  choose  a  Moderator,  nextly  To  consider  & 
Determine  whether  it  may  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  Town  to  be 
divided  into  Two  Towns,  and  if  it  shall  be  so  concluded  &  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  major  part  of  the  voters  then  present,  Then  to 
pass  such  farther  votes  or  acts  as  shall  be  proper  &  needful  for 
the  effecting  and  compleating  the  same,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  least  prejudicial  to  the  whole  when  so  divided. 

And  being  so  assembled  they  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  votes 
for  a  moderator,  which  being  examined,  it  appeared  that  Mr. 
Thomas  White  was  chosen  moderator  by  a  major  part  of  the  votes, 
who  accepting  &  taking  his  place,  after  some  Debate  upon  the 
matters  contained  in  the  warrants.  It  was  then  voted,  that  a 
Committee  be  chosen  in  behalf  of  the  Town  to  confer  &  agree 
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upon  methods  for  dividing  the  Town  and  the  interests  thereof,  and 
to  lay  the  same  before  the  Town  at  their  next  meeting  for  their 
acceptance,  the  said  Committee  to  have  consideration  of  the  di¬ 
viding  line 

Committee  Then  also  voted  that  a  Committee  of  eight  men  (foure 
in  the  North  Precinct  &  foure  in  the  other  Precincts)  be  chosen 
for  the  affair  abovesaid  after  which  major  John  Quincey,  Lt. 
Joseph  Neal,  Mr.  Benjamin  Beale,  Mr.  Joseph  Crosbey,  Mr. 
Thomas  White,  Mr.  Nehemiah  Hayden,  Mr.  Benjamin  Ludden 
and  Mr.  Richard  Thayer  Secundus  being  nominated  were  separ¬ 
ately  voted  to  be  of  the  Committee  abovesaid,  after  which,  a  vote 
being  passed  therefor,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  until  the  last 
monday  in  february  next,  at  one  of  the  clock  afternoon. 

[182]  1728/9  On  February  24th.  1728/9 

The  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  being  as¬ 
sembled  by  adjournment  from  January  31,  last  past,  to  Receive 
the  Report  or  agreement  of  the  committee  chosen  at  their  meeting 
on  the  said  thirty  first  day  of  January  to  agree  upon  method  for 
dividing  the  Town  &c. 

The  said  Committee  appeared  &  presented  their  agreement 
thereabout  in  writing,  subscribed  by  all  the  said  Committee  (& 
being  now  on  file)  containing  eight  articles,  which  was  publickly 
Read  in  the  said  meeting,  after  which,  upon  a  motion  made  the 
question  was  put  whether  the  agreement  of  the  committee  should 
be  voted  article  by  article,  and  it  passed  in  the  negative. 

The  question  was  then  put  whether  all  the  articles  thereof 
should  be  voted  upon  at  once,  it  passed  again  in  the  negative. 

The  Question  was  then  again  put,  whether  they  would  accept  of 
the  Report  of  the  said  Committee.  It  passed  again  in  the  nega¬ 
tive.

Upon  which  the  meeting  was  dismissed.

Then  voted,  that  whosoever  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town 
shall  enter  with  the  Town  Clerk  a  good  sufficient  Bull  of  Two 
years  old  at  least,  before  the  first  day  of  May  next  ensuing,  to  be 
kept  for  the  Towns  use  till  the  Twenty  ninth  day  of  September 
next,  following,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Town  Treasury  the  sum  of 
Twenty  shillings,  Provided  there  be  not  above  eight  in  number,  so 
entered,  Two  whereof  to  run  at  large. 

Boars.  Then  also  voted  that  whosoever  shall  enter  as  above  said 
a  good  sufficient  Boar  of  six  months  old  at  least,  within  the  term 
abovesaid  for  the  use  of  the  Town,  and  to  run  at  large,  the  year 
ensuing  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  Ten  shillings 
Provided  there  be  not  above  four  so  entered.

Representation  of  the  Selectmen  concerning  the  bounds  between 
this  Town  &  Abington. 

Being  Represented  to  the  Town  this  Day  by  the  Selectmen 
that  the  bounds  between  Abington  and  this  Town  lately  said  to 
be  run  out  &  marked  by  the  Hon.ble  Coll6  Samuel  Thaxter  to 
the  intersection  between  Weymouth  &  Braintree  are  Really  not 
so  far  run  out  &  marked  bv  means  whereof,  the  selectmen  of  this 
Town  are  rendered  uncapable  at  present  of  prosecuting  according 
to  law,  the  renewing  thereof,  and  so  Damage  may  ensue  there¬ 
upon  to  the  Town :

Pursuant  to  the  Precept  directed  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town 
Requiring  them  to  assemble  the  Freeholders  and  other  qualified 
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Inhabitants  of  the  Town  for  the  choice  of  a  Representative  &c 
they  accordingly  Issued  out  their  Warrant  for  calling  a  meeting 
of  the  Freeholders  &c  To  chuse  a  Representative  (with  other 
matters  inserted  in  the  warrants)  who  (having  been  regularly 
warned  assembled  on  May  20th.  the  day  appointed  and  being 
so  assembled,  and  the  meeting  opened. 

Representative.  They  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  votes  for  a 
Representative,  which  being  examined  it  appeared  that  Majr 
John  Quincey  was  chosen  Representative  having  all  the  votes 
except  one. 

Moderator  The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a 
moderator,  and  Majr.

Quincey’s  farm  &  the  adjacent  farms  or  lands,  to  the  way  leading 
from  Squantum’s  Neck  in  Dorchester,  to  Milton,  be  continued  to 
be  a  drift  way  for  the  use  of  the  Town,  and  to  be  a  Rod  &  a  half 
wide,  and  that  the  proprietors  of  the  lands  thorow  which  it  lies, 
shall  have  liberty  to  hang  Gates  for  their  security. 

The  matter  of  dividing  the  Town  reconsidered.  The  question 
being  then  put  by  the  Moderator,  whether  the  meeting  would  re¬ 
consider  the  report  or  agreement  of  the  Committee  laid  before  the 
Town  on  Feb  :  24,  last  past,  about  dividing  the  town,  &  It,  passed 
in  the  negative. 

[187]  Petition  of  new  Precinct  Upon  the  petition  of  John 
Niles,  Thomas  Wales  and  Samuel  Bass  in  the  behalf  of  the  New, 
South  Precinct  in  Braintree,  to,  be  sett  off  a  distinct  &  Separate 
Township,  for  the  reasons  therein  inserted  :  It  was  Voted  (in  case 
the  Great  &  General  Court  will  set  them  off  as  a  distinct  Township, 
with  the  addition  of  some  Stoughton  Lands  and  the  farms  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Haywards  adjacent)  that  the  prayer  of  their  Petition  be 
Granted. 

Petition  of  Wm.  Taunt.  William  Taunt  also  presented  a  Pe¬ 
tition  to  the  Town,  wherein  he  set  forth  that  by  breaking  his  legg, 
&  being  long  lame  and  uncapable  of  business  he  was  reduced  to 
low  circumstances  :  and  therefore  desired  of  the  town  the  loan  of 
five  Pounds  for  a  year.

Committee  to  adjust  accompts  &c.  Then  voted  That  Mr.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Neal,  Mr.  John  Hollbrook  &  Mr.  John  Adams  bee  a  Com¬ 
mittee  to  examine  &  adjust  accompts  with  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  Treasurer,  and  present  their  doings  therein  to  the  Town,  at 
their  next  meeting. 

The  warrants  for  calling  the  meeting  in  which  are  contained  the 
particulars  voted  on,  are  on  file.

The  Particulars  of  ye  Warrant.  The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
being  assembled  in  a  Publick  Town  meeting  upon  legal  warning, 
the  contents  of  the  warrants  by  which  they  were  called  Together 
being  First,  to  chuse  a  Moderator,  after  which  to  consider  and 
determine,  First  whether  they  will  comply  Vith  the  Proposal  made 
&  sent  by  the  Town  of  Scituate  to  this  Town  to  joyn  with  them 
and  some  other  Towns  in  order  to  the  making  a  new  County. 

Secondly  Whether  they  will  comply  with  a  motion  or  desire  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  (Recommended  to  all  such  as  have

Then  voted  That  no  Person  be  allowed  from  henceforth,  to  take 
stones  for  his  own  use  from  off  the  comons  for  building,  fencing 
or  the  like,  without  first  Giving  notice  to  a  Committee  (by  the 
Town  appointed)  of  his  so  doing  and  rendering  a  true  aecompt  of 
their  Quantity,  and  how  he  disposed  of  them. 

Then  also  voted  that  no  stones  shall  be  Dugg  or  carryed  off  the 
Comon  for  sale  or  Market  untill  the  Town  take  further  order. 

Voted,  that  no  wood,  growing,  standing  or  lying  upon  the 
Towns  Comon  shall  be  cut  or  carryed  off  the  said  Common  for  the 
Term  of  Twenty  years,  from  hence  next  ensuing. 

Voted,  that  there  be  a  Committee  chosen  to  take  care  that  the 
votes  &  orders  above  said  be  Duly  observed  and  to  prosecute,  in 
the  Law,  the  breakers  of  them  at  the  Towns  charge  who  [194] 
shall  render  a  fair  &  Just  account  of  their  proceedings  herein  once 
a  year,  viz1  at  their  Meeting  in  March. 

Then  Voted  that  there  be  five  persons  of  the  said  Committee, 
any  three  of  which  shall  be  a  Quorum  and  but  three  paid.

[1]  March  29th.  Town  ways. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Free-holders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree  by  adjournment  from  march  15th.  173f  to  Mon¬ 
day  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  March  next  following  viz  1731.  The 
Selectmen  made  their  Reports  in  writing  to  the  Town  of  Several 
Town  ways  by  them  laid  out  as  follows  viz*  First  of  a  way  laid 
out  from  Cramberry  Brook  to  Daniel  Thayer’s  House ;  and  after 
some  debate  thereon,  The  question  was  put  by  the  moderator, 
whether  the  said  way  Reported  as  abovesaid  should  be  accepted 
and  Recorded  for  a  way  for  this  Town,  and  It  was  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

next,  of  a  way  branching  out  of  the  abovesaid  way  and  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Same  Report,  viz*,  from  Samuel  Bass’s  eastermost 
corner,  mentioned  in  the  abovesaid  Report,  running  westerly, 
towards  Samuel  Nash’s  fence,  and  then  thorow  his  land  to  the 
cartway  that  leads  to  David  Eams’s,  and  The  Question  being  put 
whether  this  way  should  also  be  accepted  and  Recorded  for  a 
Townway,  and,  it  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Next,  of  away  from  the  Country  Road  leading  to  Bridgwater, 
to,  and  by  Joseph  Wales’s  &c.  and  the  Question  being  put  whether 
this  way  should  also  be  accepted  &  Recorded  for  a  Townway.  It 
passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Next,  of  away  leading  from  the  Country  Road  thorow  Coll 
Edmund  Quincy’s  farm,  down  to  the  way  leading  from  Milton  to 
Squantum’s  neck  in  Dorchester,  and  the  Question  being  put 
whether  this  way  should  be  accepted  and  Recorded  for  away  for 
this  Town.  It  passed  also  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Reports  then  made  to  the  Town  of  the  Several  ways  above- 
mentioned  being  as  follows,  viz*.  Braintree  March  173^ 

from  Cramberry  brook  to  Daniel  Thayr’s  We  the  subscribers, 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  at  the  request  of  sundry  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town,  on  the  day  abovesaid  went  on  the 
following  ways  in  order  to  lay  them  out,  &  Run  as  followeth  viz*. 
Wee  began  at  Cramberry  brook,  the  way  to  be  continued  as  it  is 
now  Improved,  till  it  comes  to  a  White  oak  Tree,  Standing  in 
Nehemiah  Haydens  Ground  by  the  way  side,  the  way  to  go  on  the 
West  Side  of  the  Tree  ’till  it  comes  to  a  Red  oak,  the  way  to  go 
on  the  East  Side  of  the  Tree,  and  so  straight  thorow  Joseph 
Ludden’s  Field,  and  a  Lot  belonging  to  Zachariah  Thayer’s,  till  it 
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comes  to  the  West  Corner  of  Benjamin  Hunts  Land,  and  then  the 
way  to  ly  on  the  West  Side  of  the  fence  which  parts  said  Hunt’s 
&  Richard  Thayer’s  Land  ’till  it  comes  to  Ephraim  Thayer’s  Lot, 
and  then  as  the  way  is  now  improved,  ’til  it  comes  to  Mr  Niles’s 
farm,  and  then  on  a  straight  line,  to  the  East  corner  of  Mr  Niles’s 
House,  the  way  to  ly  on  the  East  side  of  the  House.  Then  from 
the  East  side  of  Mr  Niles’s  House,  that  Jonathan  Clark  now  lives 
in,  and  so  along  by  the  west  side  of  the  Fence  ’til  it  comes  to  the 
Hill  near  Paraketes  House  ;  and  so  down  that  Hill  upon  the  East 
side  said  House,  and  to  the  eastermost  corner  of  Samuel  Bass’s 
Land  ;  then  running  easterly  upon  Mr  Niles’s  line  ’til  we  come  to 
a  great  Chesnut-oak  Tree  with  the  Top  broke  off,  one  rod  upon 
Mr.  Niles’s,  and  one  Rod  upon  the  Heirs  of  Mr  Thomas  Holl- 
brook’s  Lot,  late  of  Braintree  Decd  ;  and  from  the  said  Tree  run¬ 
ning  straight  ’til  we  come  to  a  brook  called  Tumbling  Brook,  the 
lower  way,  and  from  the  said  brook,  straight  up  to  Naphthali

the  River  near  the  Ridg-hill,  and  so  upon  the  east  side  of  that 
Hill,  ’til  we  come  near  to  Thomas  Fenton’s  House,  &  so  along 
upon  that  Hill,  on  the  west  side  of  said  Fenton’s  House,  &  so 
when  we  come  into  the  way  we  Run  as  the  way  is  [2]  now  im¬ 
proved,  ’til  we  come  to  Danil  Thayer’s  Land,  and  so  running 
between  said  Thayer’s  house  and  Barn. 

and  then  came  back  &  began  again,  and  laid  out  away  from 
Samuel  Bass’s  eastermost  corner  aforementioned,  westerly  towards 
Samuel  Nash’s  Fence,  then  thorow  said  Nash’s  land  on  the  north 
side  of  a  great  Pine  stump,  and  so  straight  to  the  Cartway,  that 
leads  to  David  Eams’s  ;  the  way  to  be  Two  Rods  wide  except  at 
the  corners  or  angles  in  the  said  way,  where  it  is  to  be  Three 
Rods  wide.

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Voted  £70.  for  town  charge  Then  voted  that  the  Town  should 
be  assessed  the  sum  of  seventy  Pounds,  for  defraying  the  necessary 
charges  of  the  Town  this  present  year. 

Voted  to  B.  Webb  £3-10-0  for  services  as  Town  Trr.  &  308  for 
services  as  Town  Clerk.  Then  voted,  that  Benjamin  Webb  should 
have  Three  Pounds  &  Ten  shillings  paid  him  out  of  the  Treasury, 
for  his  service  as  Town  Treasurer  the  year  past  then  also  voted, 
that  the  sd.  Benjamin  Webb  should  have  Thirty  shillings  paid  as 
aforesd  for  his  services  as  Town  Clerk,  the  year  past. 

September  27th.  1731. 

The  Free-holders  and  other  Qualified  Inhabitants  of  this  Town 
of  Braintree,  being  assembled  upon  Legal  warning  to  consider  of 
an  Extract  from  the  journal  of  the  Honourable  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  of  Date  August  18th.  1731,  Exhibited  to  the  Selectmen 
of  the  several  Towns  in  this  Province,  in  which  ther  is  a  Repre¬ 
sentation  of  some  matter  of  Difficuly  lying  before  them  Respect¬ 
ing  the  supply  of  the  Treasury  &c  and  the  advice  and  direction  of 
the  several  Towns  to  their  Members  is  desired  &c.

1731-2. 

The  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  duly  Quali¬ 
fied  (and  having  had  Legal  warning)  assembled  for  the  choice  of 
all  Town  Officers,  for  the  year  ensuing ;  and  transacting  such 
other  affairs  as  are  Inserted  in  the  Warrant  for  calling  the  said 
Meeting,  the  Particulars  whereof  are  as  follows,  viz4.  First ,  to 
Chuse  a  Moderator.  Secondly ,  To  Chuse  all  Town  Officers  &c. 
Thirdly ,  to  consider  and  Determine  whether  they  will  Let  the 
Privilege  of  the  stones  in  the  Town’s  Comon  &c.  Fourthly  To 
see  if  such  Persons  as  have  had  ways  laid  out  thorow  their  Lands 
will  give  them  to  the  Town,  or  otherwise  to  make  their  Demands 
therefor.

Town  Clerk  They,  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  Town 
Clerk,  and  Benjamin  Webb  being  nominated,  was  voted  Town 
Clark. 

The  Question  was  then  put  by  the  Moderator  whether  there 
should  be  Five  Selectmen  Chosen,  and  It  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

The  question  was  also  put,  whether  ther  should  be  Two  Select¬ 
men  chosen  in  the  North  Precinct,  Two  in  the  middle  Precinct  and 
one  in  the  New  or  Southermost  Precinct,  and  it  passed  in  the  affir¬ 
mative. 

Selectmen.  The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  Select¬ 
men,  and  the  votes  being  called  for,  brought  in  and  examined,  It 
appeared  that  Mr  Joseph  Crossbey,  Mr.  Samuel  Baxter,  Mr  William 
Hunt,  Mr.  Richard  Thayer  secundus  and  Mr.  John  Niles  Junr.  were 
chosen  Selectmen. 

Constables.  Next,  they  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  Constables, 
and  the  votes  being  brought  in  &  examined,  It  appeared  that  Sam¬ 
uel  Copeland  David  Bass,  and  John  French  were  chosen  Consta¬ 
bles  ;  but  David  Bass  declaring  his  refusal,  they  proceeded  to  the 
choice  of  another  and  John  Mills  was  chosen,  who  also  declaring 
his  refusal,  they  proceeded  to  chuse  another,  and  the  votes  being 
examined  it  appeared  that  Benjamin  Veasey  was  chosen,  after 
which  the  said  Benjamin  Veasey  agreed  with  Moses  Belcher  Junr 
to  serve  in  his  Room,  and  said  Moses  Belcher  offering  himself, 
The  Question  was  put  by  the  Moderator,  to  the  meeting,  whether 
they  would  accept  of  Moses  Belcher  J unr.  to  serve  in  the  stead  of 
Benjamin  Veasey,  and,  It  passed  in  the  affirmative 

Town  Treasurer.  They  then  went  upon  the  choice  of  a  Town 
Treasurer,  and  Benjamin  Webb  being  nominated,  was  chosen  Town 
Treasurer  by  a  Majority  of  ye  voters.

Hogreves.  To  that  of  Hogreves  were  chosen  Samuel  Peniman, 
Thomas  Cleverly,  Eleazer  Thayer,  Edward  Faxson,  and  John 
Nightingal. 

Surveyors  of  Timber,  Plank  Clapboards  &  Shingles.  To  that 
of  Surveyors  of  Timber,  Plank,  Clapboards,  &  Shingles  were 
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chosen  Samuel  Belcher,  Ebenezer  Field,  Ephriam  Arnold  and 
Isaac  Newcomb. 

Sealer  of  Leather.  A  Sealer  of  Leather,  John  Beale. 

after  which  (the  day  being  spent)  the  Moderator  put  the  ques¬ 
tion  whether  the  meeting  should  be  adjourn’d  to  Wednesday  the 
fifteenth  of  this  Instant,  at  Twelve  of  the  Clock  at  noon,  and  It 
passed  in  the  affirmative. 

March,  15th.  A  Constable 

The  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  Qualified 
To  vote  in  Town  affairs,  being  assembled  by  adjournment  from  the 
sixth  Instant,  Samuel  Copeland  who  was  chosen  a  Constable  on 
the  said  sixth  of  March,  manifested  that  he  had  agreed  with  Sam¬ 
uel  Arnold  to  serve  in  his  room,  and  the  said  Samuel  Arnold  offer¬ 
ing  himself,  the  Question  was  put  by  the  Moderator  to  the  meeting, 
whether  they  would  accept  of  the  said  Samuel  Arnold  to  serve  as 
Constable  in  the  Room  of  Samuel  Copeland,  and  It  passed  in  the 
affirmative. 

Concerning  the  Stones.  Next  the  matter  of  the  stones  was  De¬ 
bated,  and  the  Question  being  put  whether  they  would  sell  the 
Stones  of  the  Town’s  Common  or  an}r  of  them  to  such  persons  as 
shall  appear  to  buy  ’em,  It  passed  in  the  negative. 

Concerning  Ways,  laid  out.  The  question  was  then  put  by  the 
Moderator  to  the  Meeting  whether  a  Committee  should  be  chosen 
to  Treat  with  the  persons  who  have  any  demand  upon  the  Town 
for  ways  lately  laid  out  thorow  their  Lands  ;  and  make  Report  of 
their  doings  therein  to  the  Town  at  the  next,  meeting.  It  passed 
in  the  affirmative. 

Committee.  After  which  the  persons  following,  being  nominated 
as  a  Committee  for  the  affair  abovesaid  ;  were  separately  voted  & 
Chosen  there  for  viz.  John  Quincy  sr,  Deacon  Samuel  Bass,  Mr 
Benjamin  Beale  Mr  Richard  Thayer  and  mr  Samuel  Wild 

Bulls.  The  Question  was  then  put  by  the  Moderator  whether 
they  would  allow  for  the  keeping  of  Bulls  for  the  Towns  use,  as 
they  did  the  last  year,  allowing  the  same  number,  and  with  the 
like  Restraints  or  limitations  &  It  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Boars.  Then  voted  also,  that  there  shall  be  the  same  allowance 
for  the  Keeping  of  Boars  as  was  the  last  year,  the  number  to  be 
the  same  and  with  the  same  limitations. 

Birds  Then  also  voted,  that  there  be  the  same  allowance  for 
the  killing  of  Black  birds,  as  was  the  year  past,  according  to  the 
Seasons  of  the  year,  and  in  manner  as  then. 

Squirrels  Then  voted,  that  Three  pence  head  be  allowed  to 
such  as  shall  kill  any  Ground  Squirrels,  they  bringing  their  heads, 
to  the  Selectmen. 

[6]  T.  Clerks  wages  &  Town  Treasurers  Then  voted,  that 
Benjamin  Webb,  shall  have  Thirty  Shillings  paid  him  out  of  the 
Town  Treasury  for  Serving  as  Town  Clerk  the  year  past  and  four 
Pounds  for  his  service  the  same  year  as  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Moderator  then  adjourned  the  meeting  unto  monday  the

Comtce  to  run  the  line  ,  between  Weymouth  &  Braintree  The 
Select-men  having  presented  the  Town,  a  notification  of  the  Select¬ 
men  of  Weymouth  to  them  to  Chuse  a  Committee  to  Run  the  line 
between  Weymouth  and  this  Town,  It  was  Voted  that  mr  William 
Hunt,  m\  Richard  Thayer  Junr.  &  mr  John  Hollbrook  be  a  Com¬ 
mittee  to  Treat  with  the  Select-men  of  Weymouth,  about  the  affair 
of  the  line,  proposed  to  be  run,  and  that  if  they  find  upon  treating 
with  them,  that  they  can  proceed  to  Run  or  Settle  the  said  Line, 
where  it  remains  unsettled,  without  further  Instruction  from  the 
Town,  That  then  they  proceed  by  all  proper  methods,  accord¬ 
ingly  to  Run  &  settle  the  same,  always  having  due  Regard  to  the 
ancient  Records  &  monuments  that  refer  to  the  said  line  any  way. 
Provided  that  the  said  Selectmen  of  Weymouth  or  others  appointed 
by  them,  appear  with  full  Instructions  from  their  Town  to  do  the 
same. 

Report,  Committee  The  Committee  for  examining  the  Claims  of 
persons  about  the  Highways  brought  their  Report  thereabout  in 
writing,  as  follows  viz*.  The  Committee  appointed  on  the  fifteenth 
Instant  to  treat  with  those  persons,  who  have  a  Demand  on  the 
Town  for  Highways  thorow  their  Lands,  having  met  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  discoursed  divers  persons  on  that  Head,  Particularly  the 
Revd.  Mr  Niles  who  declared  to  the  Committee,  that  he  was  will¬ 
ing  that  there  should  be  one  open  way  for  the  use  of  the  Town 
thorow  his  land  to  Cochecho,  without  any  thing  to  be  paid  there¬ 
for,  Provided  the  way  in  entering  on  his  land  should  begin  either 
where  the  Selectmen  formerly  laid  it  out,  or  els  where  they  laid  it 
out  the  last  year,  to  go  strait  to  his  own  house,  and  so  thorow  his 
land  as  laid  out.  Coll1.  Quincy  Mr  Joseph  Crossbey,  Deacon  Sam¬ 
uel  White  and  mr  Joseph  White  also  declared  to  the  Committee 
that  the}7  would  Relinquish  their  demands  of  pay  for  the  ways  laid 
out  thorow  their  lands,  and  accepted  by  the  Town,  which  have 
been  heretofore  Improved,  provided  that  other  persons  who  have 
a  Demand  on  the  Town  for  ways  shall  do  the  same.

Way  altered.  Committee  to  open  ways.  Whereas  there  hath 
been  Two  ways  laid  out  between  Cramberry  brook  and  mr  Niles’s 
House  in  Cochecho  :  upon  good  and  valuable  considerations  It  was 
Voted  that  the  way  as  it  was  laid  out  betwixt  the  said  Brook  and 
Mr  Niles’s  House,  march  17th.  173f  be  Relinquished,  and  that,  that 
way  laid  out  May  19th.  1724,  from  said  Brook  &  Mr.  Niles’s  House, 
be  continued,  and  Improved  as  the  Town’s  way.  Then  Voted, 
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that  Mr.  Benjamin  Ludden,  Mr.  Samuel  Bass  Junr  and  Mr  Eph¬ 
raim  Thayer,  or  anj^  Two  of  them,  be  a  Committee  to  remove  any 
obstructions  that  may  be  upon  the  said  ways,  and  open  them  if 
need  be,  after  the  Selectmen  shall  have  once  more  treated  with 
such  of  the  owners  of  the  land  thorow  which  they  run,  as  shall 
oppose  their  being  Improved.  The  remaining  Particulars  inserted 
in  the  warrant  were  left  to  be  considered  at  the  next  Town 
meeting.

Representative  Pursuant  to  the  Precept  for  the  Choice  of  a 
Representative,  the  Free  holders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  duly  Qualified  and  having  had  Legal  warning  assembled  on 
the  day  above  said,  and  the  meeting  being  opened,  they  proceeded 
to  the  Choice  of  a  Representative,  and  their  votes  being  brought 
in  and  Collected,  it  appeared  that  John  Quincy  Esqr ;  was  chosen 
Representative,  having  all  the  votes.

they  aquainted  the  Town  that  the  said  French  Challenged  the  lands 
which  he  desired  to  take  in  as  aforesaid  and  had  made  a  Fence 
which  enclosed  apart  thereof  with  his  own. 

The  moderator  then  put  the  Question  to  the  meeting  whether 
they  would  Settle  the  line  with  the  Said  French  according  to  his 
Demands,  and,  It  passed  in  the  negative. 

Then  Voted,  that  the  Selectmen  or  the  major  part  of  them  be  a 
Committee  and  fully  Impowered  to  prosecute  the  said  Thomas 
French  in  the  Law  in  action  of  Tresspass,  for  encroaching  on  the 
Town’s  Common. 

The  affair  of  the  Stones  was  next  debated,  and  after  a  consid¬ 
erable  debate  thereon  It  was  Voted,  That  all  and  every  person  or 
persons  that  shall  carry  any  stones  from  off  the  Town’s  Comon  to 
the  Market,  shall  pay  to  the  Town  Twelve  pence  for  each  Cartload 
so  carry ed  off. 

Then  Voted,  that  a  Committee  should  be  chosen  to  take  care  of 
the  affair  aforesaid,  and  Receive  the  money  of  all  such  persons  as 
shall  carry  off  stones  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  said  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Town  therefor,  and  render  their 
accompts  to  the  Town  at  the  end  of  every  half  year,  viz*.  at  the 
first  Town  meeting  after  the  said  half  year’s  shall  be  out,  and  that 
the  said  Committee  be  empowered  to  prosecute  all  such  persons  in 
the  Law,  as  shall  carry  off  any  stones  without  paying  therefor,  as 
abovesaid,  after  which  votes,  Mess’-8.  Ebenezer  Newcomb,  Thomas 
Copeland  &  John  Ruggles  were  separately  nominated,  &  voted  a 
Committee  to  act  in  the  Town’s  behalf  in  the  affair  aforesaid,  and 
that  any  Two  of  them  be  a  quorum  to  prosecute  such  as  shall  carry 
off  the  stones  as  abovesaid,  and  further  that  no  person  shall  carry 
off  an}’  stones  from  the  Common  to  any  Landing  place,  without 
first  acquainting  the  said  Committee  or  Some  of  them. 
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Then  Voted,  that  the  Said  Committee  shall  be  paid  for  their 
service  herein  out  of  the  money  they  shall  receive  for  stones  as 
aforesaid,  at  the  Rate  of  Three  shillings,  out  of  every  Twenty 
Shillings  they  shall  so  receive.

The  Free-holders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  duly 
Qualified  and  Regularly  assembled,  for  the  choice  of  all  Town  offi¬ 
cers  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  Transacting  such  other  affairs  of 
the  Town  as  should  be  laid  before  them,  The  Particulars  whereof 
are  Inserted  in  the  warrants  as  followeth,  viz4.  First,  To  chuse  a 
Moderator.  Secondly ,  To  chuse  all  Town  officers  which  by  Law 
are  required  To  be  annually  Chosen.  Thirdly  To  consider,  De¬ 
termine  whether  [10]  They  will  allow  as  heretofore  for  Bulls  and 
Boars,  to  be  kept  for  the  Town  use.  Fourthly  To  hear  a  Request 
of  Ebenezer  Newcomb,  for  a  piece  of  the  Common  To  Set  a  Wind 
Mill  on  ;  and  also  a  request  of  Joseph  Pray  for  a  small  piece  of 
said  Common  to  Set  a  Dwelling-house  on.  Fifthly  To  Grant 
money  (if  found  needful)  to  defrey  extraordinary  Charges,  accrew- 
ing  on  the  Town,  and  Lastly ,  To  receive  the  Report  of  the  Select¬ 
men  concerning  Town  ways,  by  them  laid  out  &c,  as  may  be  seen 
more  at  large  in  the  warrants  (for  calling  the  meeting)  on  file.

Side  of  said  Rock,  from  thence  to  a  gray-oak  tree  the  way  to  ly  on 
the  North  side  said  Tree,  Thence  straight  to  a  Rock  on  which  we 
laid  some  and  so  along  the  side  of  the  fence,  as  it  now  stands, 
the  way  to  ly  on  the  North  side  of  the  Fence,  and  so  to  a  stake 
and  heap  of  stones  in  the  line  between  the  Cranes  and  David 
Niles,  the  way  to  go  on  the  East  side  said  stake  and  stones  :  Then 
straight  to  a  Rock,  the  way  to  ly  on  the  West  side  of  the  Rock.

Pursuant  to  the  Precept  for  the  choice  of  a  Representative,  The 
Free-holders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  duly  Qualified 
(and  having  had  Legal  warning)  assembled,  and  the  meeting  being 
opened,  they  proceeded  to  the  Choice  of  a  Representative,  and 
their  votes  being  brought  in  and  examined  it  appeared  that  Collonel 
John  Quincey  was  Chosen  Representative,  having  all  the  votes. 

On  the  same  day  the  Free-holdqrs  and  others  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  duly  Qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  assembled  to  transact 
some  other  affairs  of  the  Town,  the  Particulars  whereof  are  inserted 
in  the  warrants  for  calling  the  meeting,  which  are  on  file,  as  follows, 
viz1.  First  To  chuse  a  moderator.  Secondly ,  To  chuse  a  Committee 
(if  it  be  thought  expedient)  to  Treat  with  the  neighbouring  Tonws 
about  the  Necessity  and  Expediency  of  a  New  County  within  the 
now  County  of  Suffolk,  and  proper  methods  to  obtain  it.  Thirdly 
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To  Grant  to  the  new  and  Southermost  Precinct  of  the  Town  (if 
it  be  thought  fit)  the  liberty  to  draw  out  of  the  Treasury,  their 
part  of  the  Towns’s  Rents  &  Interest,  in  proportion  to  what  they 
are  Rated,  to  be  by  them  Improved  towards  maintaining  a  school 
in  that  Precinct.  Fourthly  to  consider  of  some  proper  means  to  be 
used  for  the  passage  of  the  Fish,  thorow  and  above  the  Iron  works 
Damm  belonging  to  Mr  Thomas  Vinton.  Lastly  to  do  what  shall 
bethought  proper  for  the  Restraint  of  Rams,  and  likewise  to  cure, 
and  for  the  future  prevent  the  Scab  in  Sheep  &e  —  and  being  so 
assembled  they  proceed  to  cliuse  a  moderator,  and  Coll1  John 
Quincy  being  nominated  was  voted  moderator  for  that  meeting.

proceedings  therein  before  the  Town  at  their  next  meeting.  Then 
Voted,  that  Mr  Joseph  Crossbey,  Mr.  William  Hunt,  &  Mr  John 
Hollbrook  be  a  Committee  to  treat  with  the  neighbouring  Towns 
about  the  affair  abovesaid. 

Liberty  to  the  new  Precinct  to  draw  money  &c  Then  Voted , 
That  the  new-South-Precinct  shall  have  liberty  to  Draw  out  of  the 
Town  Treasury,  so  much  of  the  Rents  of  the  Town-land,  and  the 
Interest  mone}r,  their  part  or  proportion  thereof,  according  to  what 
they  are  rated  in  the  Town  Rate,  to  be  Improved  towards  main¬ 
taining  a  school  in  that  Precinct,  and  that  use  only,  to  be  paid  as 
it  shall  become  due. 

Comtee :  about  ye  fish  Voted ,  that  a  Committee  be  chosen  to 
Treat  with  Mr  Thomas  Vinton  and  the  other  persons  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  the  Dam  and  Stream  at  the  Iron  works  about  the  affair 
of  obtaining  a  passage  for  the  Fish,  thorow  the  said  Dam.  Then 
Voted ,  that  Mr  Elkanah  Wales,  Mr  John  Thayer  Junr.  and  Mr 
John  Curtis  be  a  Committee  for  the  affair  aforesaid. 

Then  the  following  order  or  By  Law  being  drawn  up  and  Read 
to  the  Town,  It  was  Voted  that  the  same  should  be  established  and 
stand  as  an  order  or  By  Law  for  the  Town ;  and  that  Benjamin 
Webb  the  present  Town  Clerk  should  present  the  same  to  the 
Honourable  His  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  at  the  next  Gen¬ 
eral  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  their  approbation. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  duly 
Qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  on  Ma}^  21st.  1733,  having  had 
Legal  warning  they  agreed  upon  &  made  the  following  order  or 
By  Law  viz1.  Whereas  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  have  found  it 
greatly  prejudicial  to  their  flocks  of  Sheep,  to  suffer  the  Rams  to 
run  at  large  the  summer  season.  For  prevention  whereof  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  power  given  us  by  Law  of  the  Province  made  and  passed 
in  the  fourth  year  of  King  Willm.  and  Queen  Mary,  Entitled  an 
act  for  Regulating  of  Town  Ships,  choice  of  Town  officers  &  Set- 
ing  forth  their  power,  wee  do  agree  upon  the  following  order  or  By 
Law,  viz1. 

By  Law  about  Rams  That  no  person  or  Persons  shall  suffer  his 
or  their  Ram  or  Rams  to  Run  at  large  within  the  Bounds  of  the 
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Town  of  Braintree  from  the  first  clay  of  August,  to  the  tenth  day 
of  November  yearly,  on  the  penalty  of  Twenty  Shillings  for  every 
Ram  that  shall  be  found  so  running  at  large  (besides  the  Cost  of 
Prosecution)  to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  Town,  and 
for  the  rendering  this  order  more  effectual,  It  is  agreed  and  ordered 
that  every  person  who  shall  take  up  any  and  secure  any  Ram  or 
Rams  running  at  large  within  the  Town  of  Braintree,  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  owner  or  owners  to  effect,  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  Ten 
Shillings  out  of  the  Town  Treasury  for  every  Ram  so  secured. 

And  whereas  it  may  so  happen  that  the  owners  of  some  Rams 
found  going  at  large,  within  the  time  in  this  order  limited,  for  the 
restraining  Rams  going  at  large  may  not  be  known,  In  such  case, 
the  party  taking  up  &  securing  them,  shall  cause  them  to  be  posted 
up  in  three  publick  places  within  the  Town  (one  in  each  precinct) 
Signifying  the  marks  natural,  as  also  the  artificial  marks  (if  any 
such  they  have)  of  such  Ram  or  Rams,  and  if  no  owner  appears 
within  four  days  after  such  publick  notice  given,  every  such  Ram 
shall  be  forfeited,  the  one  half  of  the  full  value  thereof,  to  be  to 
the  use  of  the  Poor  of  the  Town,  and  the  other  half  to  the  Person 
or  Persons  that  shall  take  up  and  secure  the  same.

The  affair  of  the  passage  for  Fish,  was 
considered,  and  after  considerable  Debate  thereon,  The  Question 
was  put  by  the  moderator,  whether  the  Town  will  appoint  a  Com¬ 
mittee  to  Treat  with  Mr.  Thomas  Vinton  to  know  upon  what 
terms  he  will  quit  his  claim  to  the  River  at  the  Iron  works  ;  the  sd.

said  Pennimas  Land  between  His  house  and  barn  and  so  on  the  East 
side  of  his  orchard  and  then  with  a  streight  Course  until  it  comes 
To  the  carteway,  used  through  his  pasture  Land,  and  still  on  a

To  Ebenezer  Thayer  Esqr. 

Stamp  Duty  impleaded.  Sir/  In  all  the  Calamities  that  have 
ever  befallen  this  Country,  we  have  never  felt  so  great  a  Concern 
nor  so  many  allarming  apprehensions  as  at  this  time.  Such  is  our 
Loyalty  to  the  King,  such  our  veneration  for  both  Houses  of  Par¬ 
liament,  and  such  our  Friendship  to  all  our  fellow  subjects  in 
Britain  that  measures  which  seem  to  discover  any  unkindness  to¬ 
wards  us  in  that  Country  are  the  more  sensibly  &  intimately  felt. 
And  we  can  no  longer  forbear  Complaining  that  many  of  the 
measures  of  the  late  ministry  and  some  of  the  late  Acts  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  have  a  Tendency  in  our  apprehension  to  divest  us  of  some 
of  our  most  Essential  Rights  and  Liberties.  We  shall  confine 
ourselves  however  chiefly  to  the  Act  of  Parliament  commonly  called 
the  Stamp  Act,  by  which  a  very  burthensome  and  in  our  opinion 
unconstitutional  Tax  is  to  be  laid  upon  us  all,  and  wre  are  sub¬ 
jected,  to  numerous  &  enormous  Penalties  which  are  to  be  prose¬ 
cuted,  sued  for  &  recovered  at  the  option  of  an  Informer  at  a  Court 
of  Admiralty  without  a  Jury.  We  have  called  this  a  burthensome 
Tax  because  the  duties  are  so  numerous  &  so  high  &  the  embar¬ 
rassments  to  Business  in  this  infant,  sparcely  settled  Country  so 
great  that  it  would  be  totally  impossible  for  the  people  to  subsist 
under  it  even  if  we  had  no  controversy  att  all  about  the  Right  & 
authority  of  imposing  it  considering  the  present  scarcity  of  money. 
We  have  reason  to  think  the  execution  of  that  act  for  a  short  space 
of  time  would  dreign  the  Country  of  Cash,  strip  multitudes  of  the 
poorer  people  of  all  their  property  and  Reduce  them  to  absolute 
beggary.  And  what  the  consequence  would  be  of  so  sudden 
a  shock  and  such  a  convulsive  change  in  the  whole  course  of  our 
business  &  Subsistance  to  the  peace  of  the  Province,  We  tremble  to 
consider. 
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We  further  apprehend  this  Tax  to  be  unconstitutional.  By  the 
great  Charter  no  americament  shall  be  assessed  but  by  the  oath  of 
Honest  &  Lawfull  men  of  the  vicinage.  And  by  the  same  Charter 
no  Freeman  shall  be  taken  or  imprisoned  or  be  disseised  of  his 
Freehold  or  Liberties  or  Free  Customs,  nor  passed  upon  nor 
condemned  but  by  Lawfull  Judgment  of  his  Peers  [235] 
or  by  the  Law  of  the  Land.  And  we  have  always  under¬ 
stood  it  to  be  a  grand  &  fundamental  principal  of  the  British 
Constitution  that  no  Freeman  should  be  subjected  to  any  Tax  to 
which  he  has  not  given  his  own  consent  in  person  or  by  proxy. 
And  the  maxims  of  the  Law  as  we  have  constantly  Pecd  them  are 
to  the  same  effect.  That  no  Freeman  can  be  seperated  from  his 
property  but  by  his  own  act  or  Fault.  We  take  it  clearly  there¬ 
fore  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  Common  Law  &  of 
the  essential  Fundamental  principles  of  the  British  Constitution 
that  we  should  be  subjected  to  any  Tax  imposed  by  the  British 
Parliament  because  we  are  not  Represented  in  that  assembly  in 
any  sense  unless  it  be  by  a  Fiction  of  Law  as  insensible  in  Theory 
as  it  would  be  Injurious  in  Fact  if  so  heavy  a  Taxation  should  be 
grounded  on  it. 

But  the  most  Grevious  of  all  is  the  allarming  extension  of  the 
Powers  of  Court  of  Admiralty.  In  the  Courts  one  Judge  presides 
alone,  no  Juries  have  any  concern  there,  the  Law  and  the  Fact 
are  to  be  decided  by  the  same  single  Judge,  whose  commission  is 
only  during  pleasure  and  with  whom  as  we  are  told  the  most  mis¬ 
chievous  of  all  customs  has  become  establish  that  of  taking  com¬ 
missions  on  all  Condemnations,  so  that  he  is  under  a  pecuniary 
temptation  alwa3's  against  the  subject. 

Now  if  the  wisdom  of  the  Mother  Country  has  thought  the 
Independence  of  the  Judge  so  essential  to  an  impartial  Adminis¬ 
tration  of  Justice  as  to  render  them  Independent  of  any  power  on 
Earth,  Independent  of  the  King  the  Lords  the  Commons  &  the 
People  nay  Independent  in  Hope  &  expectation  of  the  Heir  appa¬ 
rent  by  continuing  their  Commissions  in  case  of  a  Demise  of  the 
Crown,  What  Justice  &  Impartiality  are  we  at  Three  Thousand 
miles  distance  from  the  fountain  to  expect  from  such  a  Judge  of 
Admiralty.  We  all  along  thought  the  Acts  of  Trade  in  this 
Respects  a  grievance,  But  the  Stamp  Act  has  erected  a  vast  num¬ 
bers  of  Sources  of  New  Crimes  which  may  be  Committed  by  any 
man  and  cannot  but  be  committed  by  multitudes  and  Prodigious 
Penalties  are  annexd  and  all  these  to  be  tryed  by  such  a  Judge  of 
such  a  Court.  What  can  be  wanting  after  this  but  a  weak  or 
wicked  Man  for  a  Judge  to  Render  us  the  most  sordid  &  forlorn 
of  Slaves.  We  mean  the  slaves  of  a  slave  of  the  Servant  of  a 
Minister  of  State. 

We  cannot  help  asserting  therefore  that  this  part  of  the  Act 
will  make  an  Essential  Change  in  the  Constitution  of  Juries  with 
Regard  to  us  is  directly  repugnant  to  Magna  Charta  itself  and  will 
make  such  a  distinction  &  Create  such  a  difference  between  Great 
Brittain  &  America  as  we  could  not  have  expected  from  the 
Guardian  of  Liberty  in  both. 
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As  these  sir  are  our  sentiments  of  that  Act  we  the  Freeholders 
&  other  Inhabitants  Legally  assembled  for  that  purpose  must 
enjoin  it  upon  you  to  comply  with  no  measures  or  Proposals  for 
Countenancing  the  same  or  assisting  in  the  execution  of  it  but  by 
all  Lawfull  means  consistent  with  our  allegiance  to  the  King  and 
Relation  to  Great  Britain  to  oppose  the  execution  of  it  till  We  can 
hear  the  success  of  the  Cries  &  Petitions  of  America  for  relief. 

[236]  We  further  Recommend  the  most  Clear  &  explicit 
assertion  and  vindication  of  our  Rights  &  Liberties  to  be  entered 
on  the  Public  Records  that  the  world  may  know  in  the  Present  & 
all  future  Generations,  that  we  have  a  clear  knowledge  and  a  just 
sense  of  those  Rights  &  Liberties  and  that  with  submission  to 
devine  Providence,  we  never  can  be  slaves. 

Nor  can  We  think  it  advisable  to  agree  to  any  steps  for  the  Pro¬ 
tection  of  Stamp  Papers  or  Stamp  offices,  good  &  wholesome  Laws 
we  have  already  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Public  peace 

And  we  apprehend  there  is  no  further  danger  of  Tumults  &  dis¬ 
orders  to  which  we  have  a  well  grounded  aversion,  and  that  any 
extraordinary  and  expensive  exertions  would  tend  to  exasperate 
the  People  and  endanger  the  Public  tranquility  rather  than  the 
contrary 

Indeed  we  cannot  too  often  Inculcate  upon  you  our  desires  that 
all  extraordinary  &  expensive  Grants  &  Measures  may  upon  all 
occasions  as  much  as  possible  be  avoided. 

The  Public  money  of  this  Country  is  the  Toil  &  Labour  of  the 
people  who  are  under  many  uncommon  difficulties  &  Distresses  at 
this  time  so  that  all  reasonable  Frugality  ought  to  be  observed. 

And  we  would  Recommend  Particularly  the  strictest  care  and 
Firmness  to  prevent  all  unconstitutional  Draughts  upon  the  Public 
Treasury.  And  we  cannot  avoid  saying  that  if  a  particular  enquiry 
into  the  state  of  that  Treasury  should  at  the  first  leasure  oppor¬ 
tunity  be  promoted  and  an  exact  state  of  it  published  to  the 
People  it  would  have  a  veiy  good  &  useful  tendency

Braintree  25th.  November  1765. 

By  an  instrument  Dated  the  21st.  of  October  last  past.  We  the 
subscribers  were  chosen  arbitrators  by  a  Committee  in  Behalf  of 
the  Town  of  Braintree  on  one  part  and  the  late  Leasees  of  the 
North  Commons  in  said  Town  on  the  other  Part,  and  we  having 
met,  heard.  &  maturely  considered  what  has  been  advanced  by

You  are  sensible  that  the  subject  of  our  most  serious  considera¬ 
tion  this  Day  has  been  the  distressed  circumstances  of  the  continent 
in  General  &  of  this  Province  in  particular,  especially  under  their 
present  all  arming  apprehensions  of  a  military  Power  which  if  not 
already  arrived  is  daily  expected,  design4  (as  we  are  informed)  to 
enforce  certain  acts  of  the  British  Parliament  by  which  our  money 
is  to  be  drawn  from  us  without  our  consent  attended  with  this 
mallancholly  circumstance  of  Agravation,  that  in  this  dark  &  diffi¬ 
cult  season  we  are  deprived  of  the  Councills  of  a  Generali  assem¬ 
bly.  You  are  also  sensible  that  the  result  of  our  Deliberations 
thereon  is  to  pursue  the  stepts  pointed  out  to  us  and  Put  in  Practice 
b}7  our  Brethren  of  the  Town  of  Boston,  in  consequence  of  which 
you  are  chosen  and  appointed  by  this  Town  to  act  for  them  as  a 
Committee  of  convention  with  such  as  may  be  sent  to  join  with  you 
from  the  several  Towns  in  this  Province  in  order  to  consult  Deter¬ 
mine  upon  and  pursue  unitedly  such  measures,  as  may  be  conducive 
to  [253]  his  Majesty’s  service  and  the  peace  safety  &  welfare  of 
his  subjects  in  this  Province,  The  Importance  of  the  Trust  reposed 
in  you  is  as  great  perhaps  as  can  be  delegated  by  any  civil  society 
to  any  of  its  members,  Than  which  you  can  have  no  greater  Proof 
of  their  Confidence  in  your  fidelity  and  dependence  upon  your  incli¬ 
nation  and  endeavours  to  serve  them  to  the  utmost  of  your  Ability 

The  measures  now  agreed  upon  is  the  last  &  perhaps  the  only 
safe  resource  of  a  Free  People  in  their  civil  capacity  and  God  for¬ 
bid  we  should  ever  be  reduced  to  the  dreadfull  necessity  of  acting 
in  any  other. 

It  is  true  our  most  Humble  dutifull  and  truly  Loyall  suplications 
to  his  Majesty  and  his  ministers  for  redress,  of  those  grievances  we 
already  feel  and  for  security  against  greater  we  have  reason  to  fear 
have  hitherto  been  ineffectual  or  rather  attended  with  Effects  that 
instead  of  diminishing  have  greatly  increased  them.  However 
thanks  to  Almighty  God  such  is  the  Strength  of  the  British  Consti¬ 
tution  as  secured  to  us  by  Magna  charter,  the  Bill  of  Rights  and 
the  Act  of  Settlement  at  the  revolution  that  it  is  not  in  the  Power 
even  of  a  British  Parliament  to  deprive  any  one  or  any  Number  of 
his  Majestys  subjects  of  their  unalienable  Right  of  applying  to  him 
and  his  Parliament  by  Petition  for  Relief  &  Redress,  of  any  public 
grievance  which  we  apprehend  ourselves  labouring  under  and  of 
which  we  are  left  to  judge,  of  this  inestimable  Privilege  then  let  us 
avail  ourselves.  And  since  in  all  probability  one  cause  why  our 
former  Applications  have  been  despised  &  neglected  is  that  they 
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have  been  represented  as  the  sentiments  of  a  small  part  only  and 
not  of  the  People  in  general,  It  is  therefore  our  earnest  request  & 
Desire  you  would  exert  your  best  endeavours  that  a  Printed  form 
of  an  Humble  Dutifull  &  Loyall  Petition  to  the  King  and  Parliament 
may  be  prepared  and  sent  to  each  Town  in  the  Province  to  be  by 
them  considered  and  Determined  upon  by  Positive  and  Negative 
votes  and  the  number  of  each  to  be  taken  by  an  exact  scrutiny.  By 
this  method  if  properly  pursued  his  Majesty  and  his  ministers  as 
well  as  the  Parliament  and  whole  Nation  will  be  able  to  Determine 
with  certainty  whether  our  petitions  are  or  are  not  the  weak  efforts 
of  an  expiring  faction. 

[254]  We  have  only  to  add  our  humble  and  ardent  suppli¬ 
cations  that  you  may  be  so  directed  by  infinite  Wisdom  in  all  your 
Councils  and  Decisions  with  your  Brethren  in  Convention  as  that 
nothing  may  be  said  or  done  which  even  by  Implication  can  fairly 
be  construed  into  any  Degree  of  undutifullness  to  his  Majesty 
disrespectfull  to  his  Parliament  or  inconsistant  with  that  happy 
constitution  of  Government  under  which  we  live,  and  that  whilst 
our  Governors  demand  and  expect  our  Allegiance  which  they  have 
Indisputable  Right  to,  we  in  Return  may  receive  that  Protection 
and  Favour  and  be  secured  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  those 
Liberties  &  Priviledges  which  we  have  an  equall  Right  to  as  natu- 
rall  and  free  born  subjects.

1773  March  1st. 

To  the  Town  of  Braintree  in  Town  Meeting  assembled 

We  your  Committee  have  most  seriously  considered  the  matter 
committed  to  us  this  day  &  Report. 

1st.  That  we  apprehend  the  state  of  the  rights  of  the  colonists  & 
of  this  Province  in  particular  together  with  a  list  of  the  infringe¬ 
ments  &  violations  of  those  rights  as  stated  in  the  Pamphlet 
committed  to  us  are  in  general  fairly  represented,  and  that  the 
Town  of  Boston  be  hereby  thanked  for  this  Instance  of  their  extra¬ 
ordinary  care  of  the  public  welfare. 

2d.  That  all  Taxations  by  what  name  soever  called,  imposed  upon 
us  without  our  consent  by  any  earthly  power  are  unconstitutional, 
oppressive  &  tend  to  enslave  us. 

3d.  That  as  our  Fathers  left  their  native  Country  &  Friends  in 
order,  that  they  and  their  Posterity  might  enjoy  that  civil  &  relig¬ 
ious  Liberty  here  which  they  could  not  enjoy  there  We  their 
descendants  are  determined  by  the  grace  of  God  that  our  consciences 
shall  [273]  not  accuse  us  with  having  acted  unworthy  such  pious 
and  venerable  Heroes  and  that  we  will  by  all  Lawfull  ways  and 
means  preserve  at  all  events  all  our  civil  and  religious  rights  and 
priviledges. 

4th.  That  by  the  divine  constitution  of  things,  there  is  such  a 
connection  between  civil  &  religious  Liberty  that  in  whatever  nation 
or  government  the  one  is  crushed  the  other  Seldom  if  ever  survives 
long  after,  of  this  History  furnishes  abundant  evidence. 

5th.  That  all  Civil  officers  are  or  ought  to  be  Servants  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  &  dependent  upon  them  for  their  official  support,  and  every 
instance  to  the  contrary  from  the  Governor  downward  tends  to  crush 
&  destroy  Civil  liberty. 

6th.  That  we  bear  true  loyalty  to  our  Lawfull  King  George  the  3d. 
and  unfeigned  affection  to  our  Brethren  in  Great  Brittain  &  Ireland 
and  to  all  our  Sister  Colonies,  and  so  long  as  our  mother  country 
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protects  us  in  our  Charter  rights  &  privilidges  so  long  will  we  by 
divine  assistance  exert  our  utmost  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the 
whole  British  Empire  which  we  earnestly  pray  may  flourish  uninter¬ 
ruptedly  in  the  paths  of  rightiousness,  till  time  shall  be  no  more. 

7th.  That  Mr.  Thayer  our  Representative  be  directed  &  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  use  his  utmost  endeavours  that  a  Day  of  Fast¬ 
ing  and  Prayer  be  appointed  throughout  the  Province  for  hum¬ 
bling  ourselves  before  God  in  this  day  of  darkness  and  emploring 
divine  direction  &  assistance. 

8th.  That  an  attested  copy  of  the  Towns  proceedings  in  this  mat¬ 
ter  be  transmitted  as  soon  as  may  be  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  the 
Boston  Committee

Publick  affairs.  Then  the  Meeting  proceeded  to  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  our  Publick  affairs,  &  the  following  Draught  or  report  was 
laid  before  the  Town,  viz. 

We  have  reason  to  be  alarmed  when  all  that  is  dear  to  us  is 
at  stake  and  there  can  be  nothing  more  influencing  than  the 
danger  of  loosing  our  civil  &  Religious  Priviledges,  Benefits  in 
themselves  truly  valuable,  and  obtained  at  such  expense  of  treas¬ 
ure  &  toil  attended  with  such  Hazards  &  Hardships  as  not  parral- 
leld  in  History.  The  recovery  of  such  as  are  abridgd  &  preserving 
those  that  remain  will  undoubtedly  be  judged  objects  worthy  the 
highest  attention.  The  declarative  right  of  the  British  Pari i am1, 
to  tax  the  american  colonies  without  their  consent,  and  to  make 
Laws  binding  on  them  in  all  cases  whatsoever  is  evidently  repug¬ 
nant  to  the  views  our  Predecessors  had  their  Previledges,  and 
should  it  take  place  must  leave  us  &  our  Poster [2 T9]  ity  nothing  to 
hope  but  every  thing  to  Fear,  that  a  prejudicd  or  corrupts  Ministry 
should  se  good  at  any  time  to  impose  on  us.  And  as  the  doctrine 
of  Passive  obedience  &  non  resistance  is  not  less  mischievous  in 
Politicks  than  religion,  and  as  we  have  an  unquestionable  right  to 
use  every  lawfull  means  to  ward  off  impending  danger  &c  We 
resolve, 

1st.  Than  the  great  end  &  design  for  which  Men  first  formed 
themselves  into  Governmental  Society  and  submitted  to  Govern¬ 
ment  was  the  greater  good  of  the  whole,  and  not  to  enrich  or  agran- 
dize  one  or  a  few. 

2dly.  That  it  is  essential  to  this  great  end  the  greater  good  of  the 
whole  that  all  Laws  be  by  the  consent  of  the  People  either  Person¬ 
ally  or  by  their  Representatives,  Since  without  this  Right  they 
must  ever  be  exposed  to  oppression  from  their  Rulers. 

3d.  That  it  necessarily  follows  that  no  British  Law  can  justly  be 
binding  upon  us  who  neither  have  or  (from  our  local  scituation) 
possibly  can  have  either  personally  or  by  Representative  any  equal 
share  in  the  enacting  them.  And  we  therefore  resolve  in  the  spirit 
of  the  Law  of  the  late  colony  of  New  Plymouth  above  an  hundred 
years  ago,  “  That  no  act,  imposition  Law  or  ordinance  be  made  or 
imposed  upon  us  at  present  or  to  come  but  such  as  (has  or)  shall 
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be  enacted  by  the.  consent  of  the  Body  of  Freemen  or  associates  or 
their  representatives  legally  assembled  which  is  according  to  the 
free  liberties  of  the  free  born  People  of  England,”  and  of  the  same 
purport  have  been  the  resolves  of  our  own  Parlianf  or  general  as- 
semblys  to  the  present  day. 

4th.  That  we  have  reason  therefore  to  complain  that  there  are  now 
in  being  sundry  acts  of  the  British  Legislature  the  professed  design 
of  which  is  to  raise  a  revenue  in  America  and  by  which  our  prop¬ 
erty  is  by  unconstitutional  measures  extorted  from  us  &  applied 
not  to  pay  Brittain’s  Debts,  but  to  support  Revenue  Commission¬ 
ers  &c  in  idleness  &  Luxury  to  the  waste  of  our  Property  &  dan¬ 
ger  of  our  morals.  And  in  particular  the  late  act  of  the  British 
Parliam*  which  thro’  artfull  Ministerial  contrivance  allows  the  East 
India  Cor.  to  export  Teas  to  America  charged  with  a  duty  payable 
here  is  craftily  calculated  to  establish  a  revenue  which  if  effected 
wrill  probably  render  abortive  all  future  opposition.  And  we  must 
then  be  liable  to  all  the  variety  of  taxation  which  Brittain  now 
pays  on  a  Number  of  articles  most  necessary  for  the  conveniences 
of  life,  besides  a  large  tax  upon  our  Lands,  For  the  preventing 
whereof  we  resolve  as  far  as  in  us  lies  to  put  an  end  to  the  use  of  all 
East  India  teas  &  peice  goods,  and  to  consider  every  person  among 
us  who  shall  hereafter,  Buy  sell,  or  use  sd  Teas  or  peice  goods  untill 
our  grievences  are  redressd.  (if  not  intentionally)  yet  Practical 
enemies  to  our  Rights  &  Liberties. 

5th  That  the  declarative  right  of  the  British  Parliam*.  that  they 
have  a  right  to  make  Laws  binding  on  the  Colonies  in  all  cases 
whatsoever  is  very  alarming :  the  universality  of  this  declaration 
evinces  that  our  Religious  rights  are  in  danger  as  well  as  our  civil. 
For  as  agreable  to  this  declaration  they  have  in  fact  deprived  us 
of  some  of  our  civil  rights  &  imposed  Taxes  upon  us,  so  in  con¬ 
formity  to  the  same  declaration  by  an  act  of  uniformity  or  other¬ 
wise  they  may  impose  any  Religious  Shackles  upon  us,  and  we 
know  of  no  instance  wherein  a  people  have  been  deprived  of  their 
civil  rights  but  that  they  have  lost  their  Religious  rights  also,  and 
from  the  nature  of  things  the}7  must  or  fall  together. 

[280]  6.  That  at  the  same  time  We  so  freely  resolve  &  de¬ 

termine  against  submission  to  all  foreign  taxation  :  and  that  we 
are  determined,  by  the  will  of  God  to  stand  fast  in  the  liberty 
wherewith  we  are  made  free,  and  to  hazard  life  itself  rather  than 
submit  to  foreign  taxation.  We  also  resolve  to  pay  all  obedience 
to  our  Provential  Laws,  and  that  we  will  not  use  our  liberty  as  a 
cloke  of  licentiousness. 

7  We  greatly  lament  the  want  of  a  truly  Patriotic  spirit  and 
that  private  views  &  interest  are  so  apparently  the  governing  mo¬ 
tive  of  so  great  a  part  in  this  day  of  Distress  &  Danger ;  while 
every  individual  is  interested  in  or  can  We  have  notwithstanding 
all  our  resolves  &  Determinations  any  prospect  of  a  favourable  issue 
unless  our  private  interest  give  place  to  the  Gen11  good  and  we 
unitedly  engage  &  use  our  utmost  efforts,  to  promote  it,  and  to 
that  end  we  shall  readily  join  not  only  with  our  Brethren  in  this 
Province  but  thro’  this  wide  extended  continent  in  every  lawfull, 
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Just  &  constitutional  measure  for  recovering  &  preserving  inviolate 
all  our  civil  &  Religious  rights  &  priviledges  against  all  opposition 
whatsoever,  and  by  this  means  (to  use  the  words  of  his  Majestys- 
councel)  We  hope  to  see  happiness  &  tranquility  restored  to  the 
Colonies,  and  especially  to  see  betwixt  great  Brittain  &  them  a  union 
establish4.  on  such  an  equitable  Basis  as  neither  of  them  shall  ever 
wish  to  destroy.  We  humbly  supplicate  the  sovereign  arbiter  of 
human  affairs  for  these  happy  events. 

The  foregoing  report  was  voted  accepted  &  ordered  that  the  sam 
be  enterd  in  the  Towns  Book  of  records,  and  that  an  attested  copy 
thereof  be  transmitted  to  the  Comtee  of  correspondence  at  Boston.

The  Committee  appointed  the  sixth  of  March  Inst  to  prepare  a 
covenant  agreable  to  the  association  of  the  Continental  Congress, 
to  be  adopted  by  this  Town  offerd  the  same  to  the  Town  as  follows 
(viz) 
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Association  or  Covenant.  We  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Braintree  in  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay :  having 
taken  into  our  most  serious  consideration  the  subject  matter  of  the 
association  enterd  into  by  the  Continental  Congress,  on  Octr.  20th. 
1774,  and  being  determined  to  do  every  thing  in  our  power,  to 
confirm  &  establish  that  union  which  at  this  time  so  happily  sub¬ 
sists  amoung  ourselves  not  only  in  this  Town  &  Colony  but  also 
throughout  the  continent :  and  which  we  humbly  hope  may  be 
blessed  by  heaven  as  the  peaceable  means  of  recovering  &  estab¬ 
lishing  our  rights  &  liberties  in  such  a  manner  as  to  hand  them 
entile  to  Generations  yet  unborn  have  freely  &  voluntarily  enterd 
into  the  following  association,  Avowing  our  allegiance  to  the 
King  ;  our  affection  &  regard  for  Brittons  in  all  parts  of  the 
World,  affected  with  the  deepest  anxiety  &  most  alarming  appre¬ 
hensions,  at  those  grievances  &  distresses  with  which  Brittish 
Americans  are  oppressed,  and  having  taken  under  our  most  seri¬ 
ous  Deliberation  the  state  of  the  whole  Brittish  continent  so  far  as 
our  abilities  &  opportunities  permitted,  find  that  the  present  un¬ 
happy  situation  of  our  affairs  is  occasioned  by  a  ruinous  system  of 
Colony  administration  adopted  by  the  British  Ministry  about  the 
year  1763,  evidently  calculated  for  enslaving  these  Colonies,  and 
with  them  the  whole  Brittish  Empire.  In  prosecution  of  which 
system  various  acts  of  Parliam*  have  been  passed  for  raising  a 
revenue  in  america  for  depriving  the  american  subject  in  many  in¬ 
stances,  of  the  constitutional  tryal  by  jury,  exposing  their  lives 
to  danger,  by  creating  a  new  &  illegal  trial  beyond  the  seas,  for 
crimes  alledged  to  be  committed  in  america  ;  and  in  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  the  same  system  several  late  cruel  &  oppressive  acts  have 
been  passed  respecting  the  Town  of  Boston  and  Province  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Bay,  and  also  an  act  for  extending  the  Province  of 
Quebec  so  as  to  border  on  the  western  frontiers  of  these  Colonies, 
establishing  an  arbitrary  Government  therein  &  discouraging  the 
settlement  of  Brittish  subjects  in  that  wide  and  extended  country. 
Thus  by  the  influence  of  civil  principles,  and  ancient  prejudices, 
to  dispose  the  inhabitants  to  act  with  hostility  against  the  free 
protestant  colonies,  whenever  a  wicked  Ministry  shall  choose  to 
direct  them. 

To  obtain  redress  of  these  grievances  which  threaten  destruc¬ 
tion  to  the  lives,  liberty  &  property  of  his  majesty8  subjects  in  No. 
america.  We  are  of  opinion  that  non  importation  non  consump¬ 
tion  &  non  exportation  agreements  faithfully  adhered  to  will  prove 
the  most  speedy,  effectual  &  peaceable  measures,  and  therefore 
We  do  for  ourselves  in  particular  as  well  as  being  members  of  said 
Town  of  Braintree  firmly  agree  &  associate  under  the  sacred  ties 
of  virtue,  honour  &  love  of  our  country  as  follows. 

First  that  we  will  not  import  from  Great  Brittain  or  Ireland  or 
from  an}^  other  place,  any  such  goods,  wares  or  Merchandise  as 
shall  have  been  imported  from  Great  Brittain  or  Ireland  nor  will 
we  from  this  Day  import  any  East  India  from  any  part  of  the 
world,  [289]  nor  any  Molasses,  Syrups,  panales,  coffee  or  pie- 
mento  from  the  Brittish  Plantations  or  Dominica,  or  wines  from 
Madeira  or  the  Western  Islands,  or  foreign  Indigo. 
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Second,  That  we  will  neither  import  or  purchase  any  slave  im¬ 
ported  since  the  first  Day  of  December  last,  and  will  wholty  dis¬ 
continue  the  slave  trade  ;  and  will  neither  be  concerned  in  it  our¬ 
selves,  nor  will  we  hire  ourvessells  nor  sell  our  commodities  or 
manufactures  to  those  who  are  concerned  in  it. 

Third,  As  a  non  consumption  agreement  strictly  adhered  to  will 
an  effectual  security  for  the  observation  of  the  non  importation, 
We  as  above  solemnly  agree  &  associate  that  from  this  day  we 
will  not  purchase  or  use  any  East  India  Teas  whatever,  nor 
will  we  nor  any  person  by  or  under  us  purchase  or  use  any  of 
those  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  we  have  agreed  not  to  import 
which  we  shall  know  or  have  any  cause  to  suspect  were  im¬ 
ported  since  the  first  day  of  December  last,  except  such  as  come 
under  the  rules  &  directions  of  the  tenth  article  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  of  the  Continental  congress. 

Fourth,  The  earnest  desire  we  have  not  to  injure  our  fellow 
subjects  in  Great  Brittain,  Ireland  or  the  West  indias  induce  us 
to  suspend  a  non  exportation  untill  the  tenth  day  of  September 
1775  at  which  time,  if  the  said  acts  and  parts  of  acts  of  the  Brit- 
tisli  parliam*.  hereafter  mentioned  are  not  repealed  we  will  not 
directly  or  indirectly  export  any  merchandise  or  commodities 
whatsoever  to  Great  Brittain,  Ireland  or  the  West  Indias  except 
rice  to  Europe 

Fifth,  Such  as  are  Merchants  &  use  the  British  or  Irish  trade 
will  give  orders  as  soon  as  possible  to  their  agents,  factors 
&  correspondents  in  Great  Brittain  &  Ireland  not  to  ship  any 
goods  to  them  on  any  pretence  whatsoever  as  they  cannot  be  re¬ 
ceived  in  america  ;  and  if  any  Merchant  residing  in  Great  Brittain 
or  Ireland  shall  directly  or  indirectly  ship  any  wares,  goods  or 
merchandise  for  america  in  order  to  break  the  said  non-importa¬ 
tion  agreement  or  in  any  manner  counterviene  the  same,  on  such 
unworthy  conduct  being  well  attested  it  ought  to  be  made 
publick ;  and  on  the  same  being  so  done,  we  will  not  from 
thence  forth  have  any  commercial  connexion  with  such  Merchant. 

Sixth,  That  such  as  are  owners  of  vessels  will  give  positive 
orders  to  their  Captains  or  Masters  not  to  receive  aboard  their  ves¬ 
sels  any  goods  prohibited  by  the  said  non  importation  agreenfi  on 
pains  of  immediate  dismission  from  their  service. 

Seventh,  We  will  use  our  utmost  endeavours  to  improve  our 
breed  of  sheep  &  increase  their  number  to  the  greatest  extent  & 
to  that  end  we  will  kill  them  as  sparingly  as  may  be  especially 
those  of  the  most  profitable  kind ;  nor  will  we  export  any  to  the 
West  Indies  or  elsewhere. 

Eighth,  That  we  will  in  our  several  stations  encourage  frugal¬ 
ity  economy  &  industry  and  promote  agriculture  arts  &  manu¬ 
factures  of  the  country  especially  that  of  wool,  &  will  discounte¬ 
nance  &  discourage  every  species  of  extravagance  &  dissipation 
and  on  the  death  of  an}T  relative  or  friend  we  will  conform  as 
near  as  may  be  to  the  association  of  the  Continental  congress 
relative  thereto. 

Ninth,  That  such  as  are  venders  of  goods  or  Merchandise  will 
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not  take  advantage  of  the  scarcit}-  of  goods  that  may  be  occasioned 
by  their  association,  but  will  sell  the  same  at  reasonable  profits, 
and  if  any  vender  of  goods  or  merchandise  shall  sell  any  such 
goods  on  higher  terms,  or  shall  in  any  manner,  or  by  any  device 
whatsoever  violate  this  agreement,  no  person  ought,  or  will  any 
of  us  deal  with  any  such  person  or  his  or  her  agents  or  factor  at 
at  any  time  hereafter  for  nay  commodities  whatsoever 

Tenth,  In  case  any  Merchant  Trader  or  other  person  shall  im¬ 
port  any  goods  contrary  to  this  association  the  same  ought  forth¬ 
with  to  be  sent  back  again  without  breaking  any  of  the  packages 
thereof. 

Eleventh,  That  the  Comtee  of  Correspondence,  the  Comtee  of  ob¬ 
servation  in  this  Town  together  with  John  Adams,  Elisha  Niles 
Esqr.  Mr.  Joshua  Hayward  Mr.  Eliplialet  Sawen,  Deac.  Benjamin 
Bass,  [290]  Deac.  Ebenr.  Adams,  Mr.  Seth  Spear,  Mr  Sam1.  Hol¬ 
brook  Mr.  John  Vinton,  Mr.  Azariah  Faxon,  Mr.  Ebenr.  Thayer 
3d.  Mr.  Seth  Turner,  &  Mr.  Joshua  Hayward  Jr  be  one  committee 
whose  business  it  shall  be  attentively  to  observe  all  persons  touch¬ 
ing  this  association,  and  when  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction 
of  a  Majority  of  sd  Comtee  within  the  limits  of  their  appointment 
has  violated  this  association,  that  such  majority  do  forthwith  cause 
the  truth  of  the  case  to  be  published  in  the  Gazette,  to  the  end  all 
such  foes  to  the  rights  of  British  america  may  be  publickly  known 
&  universally  contemned  as  the  enemies  of  american  liberty  & 
thence  forth  we  respectively  will  break  off  all  dealings  with  him  or 
her. 

Twelfth,  That  all  Manufactures  of  this  Country  be  sold  at  rea¬ 
sonable  prices  so  that  no  undue  advantage  be  taken  of  a  future 
scarcity  of  goods. 

Thirteenth  And  we  do  further  agree  &  resolve,  that  we  will  not 
have  any  trade,  dealings,  commerce,  or  intercourse  with  any  Dis¬ 
trict,  Town,  Colony  or  Province  in  North  America,  which  shall 
not  acceed  to,  or  which  shall  hereafter  violate  said  association  of 
the  Continental  congress,  but  will  hold  them  as  unworthy  of  the 
rights  of  Freeman,  and  as  inimical  to  the  Liberties  of  their  Coun¬ 
try. 

And  whereas  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  salutory 
association  of  the  Continental  congress  be  effectually  executed ; 
and  the  plans  of  the  foes  to  america  defeated,  who  aided  by 
Tyrannical  power  intend  to  import  goods,  wares  &  Merchandise 
prohibited  by  said  association,  by  assistance  of  such  Merchants  & 
traders  as  to  this  intent  shall  basely  prostitute  themselves  ;  and  it 
will  be  extreamly  difficult  to  distinguish  between  goods  imported 
before  the  first  day  of  December  last,  and  such  as  after  sd  day 
shall  be  imported  &  secretly  dispersed  throughout  the  Colony. 

And  whereas  it  is  expresly  recommended  by  the  continental  con¬ 
gress,  to  the  Provincial  Conventions  and  to  the  committees  in  the 
respective  colonies,  to  establish  such  further  regulations  as  they 
may  think  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  their  association, 
We  do  farther  resolve,  That  from  &  after  the  tenth  dav  of  October 
next  it  will  be  indispensibly  necessary  that  all  goods,  Wares  or 
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Merchandize  directly  or  indirectly  imported  from  Great  Brittian, 
or  Ireland,  Molasses,  Syrups,  paneles,  Coffee,  or  Piemento  from  the 
British  Plantations,  or  from  Dominica  ;  wines  from  Madeira  or  the 
Western  Islands,  &  foreign  Indigo,  should  cease  to  be  sold  or 
purchased  in  this  Colony,  not  withstanding  that  they  shall  have 
been  imported  before  the  first  day  of  December  aforesaid ;  unless 
the  acts  &  parts  of  acts  of  Parliam*.  particularly  enumerated  in  the 
close  of  this  association  be  then  repealed,  and  it  is  strongly  re¬ 
commended  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  that  from  and  after 
the  said  Tenth  Day  of  October,  they  cease  to  sell  or  purchase,  & 
prevent  being  exposed  to  sale  within  this  Town  any  goods 
wares  or  Merchandize  &  above  enumerated,  which  shall  at  any 
time  have  been  imported  into  america,  whether  before  or  since 
the  first  day  of  December  aforesaid,  unless  sd  acts  of  Parliament 
shall  be  then  repealed. 

And  it  is  strongly  recommended  to  the  Committee  named  in  the 
11th.  article  of  this  association,  that  they  exert  themselves  in  caus¬ 
ing  the  same  to  be  strictly  executed,  and  that  after  the  said  Tenth 
of  October,  (unless  the  acts  &  parts  of  acts  of  Parliam*.  as  afore¬ 
said  are  repealed)  that  they  apply  to  all  Merchants  &  traders  in 
this  Town,  and  take  a  full  inventory  of  all  the  goods  wares  or 
Merchandize  in  their  possession  whether  they  shall  have  been  im¬ 
ported  before  or  since  the  first  day  of  December,  aforesaid,  re¬ 
quiring  them  to  offer  no  more  for  sale  until  said  acts  be  repealed. 

And  if  any  Merchant,  Trader,  or  others  shall  refuse  to  have  an 
inventory  taken  or  shall  offer  for  sale  after  the  said  tenth  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  any  such  goods,  wares,  or  Merchandize,  it  is  expresly  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  above  named  Committee  that  they  take  the  goods 
into  their  possession,  to  be  stored  at  the  risque  of  the  proper  owner 
untill  the  repeal  of  the  acts  aforesaid,  and  publish  the  Names  of 
[291]  such  refractory  Merchants,  Traders,  or  Purchasers,  that 
they  may  meet  with  the  merits  of  enemies  to  their  country,  and  it 
advised  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  Town  that  they  by  no  means 
fail  vigorously  to  assist  &  support  their  Committees  in  discharging 
this  as  well  as  all  other  duties  of  their  offices. 

Provided,  always,  That  in  case  the  last  resolve  in  this  associa¬ 
tion  shall  be  recommended  bv  the  next  gen11.  American  Congress 
&  adopted  by  all  the  united  colonies  then  it  shall  be  &  remain  in 
full  force  &  virtue  otherwise  to  be  void  &  of  no  effect. 

And  we  solemnly,  individually  &  Collectively  bind  ourselves 
under  the  ties  aforesaid,  to  adhere  to  this  association,  until  such 
parts  of  the  several  acts  of  Parliam1.  passed  since  the  close  of 
the  last  War,  as  impose  or  continue  duties  on  tea,  wine,  Molasses, 
Syrups,  Paneles,  coffee,  Sugar  Piemento,  Indigo,  foreign  paper 
glass,  &  painters  colours  imported  into  america ;  and  extend  the 
Powers  of  the  Courts  of  Admiralty  beyond  their  ancient  limits, 
Deprive  the  american  subject  of  trial  by  Jury,  authorize  the  Judges 
certificate  to  indemnify  the  prosecutors  from  damages  that  he 
might  otherwise  be  liable  to  from  a  trial  by  his  Peers,  require  op¬ 
pressive  secrurity  from  a  claimant  of  ships  or  goods  seized  before 
he  shall  be  allowed  to  defend  his  property  are  repealed,  and  untill 
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that  part  of  the  act.  of  1 2  G.  3d  chr.  24  intitled  an  act  for  the  better 
securing  his  Majestys  Dock  yards,  Magazines,  ships,  ammunition 
&  stores,  by  which  any  person  charged  with  committing  any  of 
the  offences  therein  described,  in  america,  may  be  tried  in  any 
shire  or  County  within  the  realm  is  repealed,  and  until  the  four 
acts  passed  in  the  last  session  of  Parliament  (viz) 

That  for  blocking  up  the  Harbour  of  Boston. 

That  for  altering  the  charter  &  Government  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay,  and  that  which  is  entitled,  For  the  better  administration  of 
Justice,  and  that  for  the  extending  the  limits  of  Quebec :  are  re¬ 
pealed 

The  foregoing  association  being  Determined  upon  by  the  Town 
of  Braintree  very  unanimously  at  a  full  meeting  of  the  inhabitants 
March  15th.  1775  was  ordered  to  be  recorded  in  the  Towns  Book, 
and  that  every  householder  within  sd  Town  be  supply4,  with  a 
printed  copy  thereof  by  Elisha  Niles.

[301]  Declaration  of  Independence. 

In  Congress  July  4th.  1776,  A  Declaration  by  the  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  In  General  Congress 
Assembled. 

When  in  the  course  of  human  events  it  becomes  necessary  for 
one  People  to  dissolve  the  Political  Bands  which  have  connected 
them  with  another,  and  to  assume  among  the  powers  of  the  Earth, 
the  Separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  Laws  of  Nature  and 
of  Nature’s  God  entitle  them,  a  decent  Respect  to  the  Opinions  of 
Mankind  requires  that  they  should  declare  the  Cause  which  impel 
them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  Truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  Men  are 
Created  equal,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain 
unalienable  Rights,  that  among  these  are  Life,  Liberty,  and  the 
pursuit  of  Happiness. 

That  to  secure  these  Rights,  Governments  are  instituted  among 
Men  deriving  their  just  Powers  from  the  Consent  of  the  Governed, 
that  whenever  any  Form  of  Government  becomes  destructive  of 
these  Ends,  it  is  the  Right  of  the  People  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it, 
and  to  institute  New  Government,  laying  its  Foundation  on  such 
Principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  Form,  as  to  them 
shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  Safety  and  Happiness. 
Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate  that  Governments  long  established 
should  not  be  Changed  for  light  and  Transient  causes ;  and 
accordingly  all  Experience  hath  shewn,  that  mankind  are  more 
disposed  to  suffer,  while  Evils  are  sufferable,  than  to  right  them¬ 
selves  b}T  abolishing  the  Forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed. 
But  when  a  long  Train  of  Abuses  and  Usurpations,  pursuing 
invariably  the  same  Object,  evinces  a  Design  to  reduce  them  under 
absolute  Despotism,  it  is  their  Right,  it  is  their  Duty,  to  throw 
off  such  Government,  and  to  provide  new  Guards  for  their  future 
Security.  Such  has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  these  Colo¬ 
nies  ;  and  such  is  now  the  Necessity  which  constrains  them  to 
alter  their  former  systems  of  Government. 

The  History  of  the  Present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  Histoiy 
of  repeated  Injuries  and  Usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  Object 
the  Establishment  of  an  absolute  Tyranny  over  these  States.  To 
prove  this  let  Facts  be  submitted  to  a  candid  World. 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  Laws,  the  most  wholesome  and 
necessary  for  the  publick  Good. 
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He  has  forbidden  his  Governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and 
pressing  Importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  Operation  untill  his 
Assent  should  be  obtained  ;  and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly 
neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  Laws  for  the  accommodation  of 
large  Districts  of  People,  unless  those  People  would  relinquish  the 
Right  of  Representation  in  the  Legislature,  a  Right  inestimable  to 
them  and  formidable  to  Tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  togeather  Legislative  Bodies  at  Places  unusual 
uncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  Depository  of  their  publick 
Records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  Fatiguing  them  into  Compliance 
with  his  Measures. 

He  has  dissolved  Representative  Houses  repeatedly,  for  oppos¬ 
ing  with  manly  Firmness  his  Invasions  on  the  Rights  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  Time,  after  such  Dissolutions,  to  cause 
others  to  be  elected  ;  whereby  the  Legislative  Powers,  incapable  of 
Annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  People  at  large  for  their  Exer¬ 
cise  ;  the  State  remaining  in  the  mean  Time  exposed  to  all  the 
Dangers  of  Invasion  from  without,  and  convulsions  within. 

He  has  endeavoured  to  prevent  the  Population  of  these  States  ; 
for  that  purpose  obstructing  the  Laws  for  Naturalization  of  For¬ 
eigners  ;  refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migrations 
hither,  and  raising  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  Lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  administration  of  Justice,  by  refusing  his 
assent  to  Laws  for  establishing  Judiciary  Powers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  Will  alone,  for  the  Ten¬ 
ure  of  their  offices,  and  the  amount  &  Payment  of  their  Salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither 
swarms  of  officers  to  harrass  our  People  and  eat  out  their  sub¬ 
stance. 

He  has  kept  amoung  us,  in  Times  of  Peace,  Standing  Armies 
without  the  consent  of  our  Legislatures. 

He  has  effected  to  Render  the  Military  independent  of,  and  supe¬ 
rior  to  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  Jurisdiction  for¬ 
eign  to  our  Constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  Laws  ;  giv¬ 
ing  his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended  Legislation. 

For  quartering  large  Bodies  of  armed  Troops  among  us  : 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  Trial  from  Punishment  for  any 
Murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  Inhabitants  of  these 
States : 

For  cutting  off  our  Trade  with  all  parts  of  the  World  : 

For  imposing  Taxes  on  us  without  our  consent : 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  Benefits  of  Trial  by 
J  ury  : 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  of¬ 
fences  : 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  Laws  in  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  Province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  Government,  and 
enlarging  its  Boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  Example 
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and  fit  Instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  Rule  into 
these  Colonies. 

For  taking  away  our  Charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable 
Laws,  and  altering  fundamentally  the  Forms  of  our  Governments  : 

For  suspending  our  own  Legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves 
invested  with  power  to  Legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  Government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his 
Protection  and  Waging  War  against  us. 

[303]  He  has  plundered  our  Seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt 
our  Towns,  and  destroyed  the  Lives  of  our  People. 

He  is,  at  this  Time  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  Mer¬ 
cenaries  to  compleat  the  Work  of  Death,  Desolation,  and  Tyranny, 
already  begun  with  Circumstances  of  cruelty  and  Perfidy  scarcely 
parralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  Ages,  and  Totally  unworthy  the 
Head  of  a  civilized  Nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  Fellow  Citizens,  taken  Captive  on  the 
High  Seas,  to  bear  Arms  against  their  Country ;  to  -become  the 
Executioners  of  their  Friends  and  Brethren  or  to  fall  themselves 
by  their  Hands. 

He  has  excited  Domestic  Insurrections  amongst  us,  and  has  en¬ 
deavoured  to  bring  on  the  Inhabitants  of  our  Frontiers,  the  mer¬ 
ciless  Indian  Savages,  whose  known  Rule  of  Warfare,  is  an  undis¬ 
tinguished  Destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditions. 

In  every  Stage  of  these  Oppressions  we  have  petitioned  for  Re¬ 
dress,  in  the  most  humble  Terms  :  our  repeated  Petitions  have 
been  answered  only  by  repeated  Injurys  !  A  Prince,  whose  Charac¬ 
ter  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  wrhich  may  define  a  T}rrant,  is 
unfit  to  be  the  Ruler  of  a  Free  People  ! 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  Attention  to  our  British  Brethren. 
We  have  warned  them  from  Time  to  Time  of  attempts  by  their 
Legislature  to  extend  an  unwarrantable  Jurisdiction  over  us.  We 
have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  Emigration  and 
settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  Justice  and 
magnanimity,  and  wre  have  conjured  them  by  the  Ties  of  our  com¬ 
mon  kindred  to  disavow  these  Usurpations,  which  would  inevitably 
interrupt  our  Connexions  and  correspondence.  They  too  have 
been  deaf  to  the  Voice  of  Justice  and  of  Consanguinity,  we  must, 
therefore  acquiesce  in  the  necessity  which  denounces  our  separa¬ 
tion,  and  hold  them  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  Enemies  in 
War;  in  Peace,  Friends. 

We  therefore  the  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Amer¬ 
ica,  in  General  Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme 
Judge  of  the  world  for  the  Rectitude  of  our  Intentions,  do,  in  the 
Name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Good  People  of  these  Colonies, 
solemnly  Publish  and  Declare,  that  these  United  Colonies  are, 
and  of  right  ought  to  be  Free  and  Independent  States  :  that  they 
are  absolved  from  all  Allegiance  to  the  British  Crown  ;  and  that 
all  political  connexions  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great 
Britain,  is  and  ought  to  be  totally  dissolved  :  and  that  as  Free 
and  Independent  states,  they  have  full  Power  to  levy  War,  con¬ 
clude  Peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  Commerce,  and  to  do  all 
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other  Acts  and  Things  which  Independant  States  may  of  Right  do. 
And  for  the  support  of  this  Declaration  with  a  firm  Reliance  on  the 
Protection  of  Divine  Providence,  we  [304]  mutually  pledge  to 
each  other  our  Lives,  our  Fortunes,  and  our  Sacred  Honor.

That  it  is  the  humble  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  a  strict 
and  religious  observation  of  the  Lords  day  is  one  of  the  greatest 
caractersticks  of  a  Christian  People,  that  the  supreeme  monarceh  of 
the  Universe  hath  an  indisputable  Right  to  ordain  Laws  binding 
all  his  rational  beings  in  an  absolute  Soverign  manner,  that  this 
Great  Governor  of  the  world,  hath  revealed  to  man,  that  he  hath 
made  a  special  Reservation  of  one  whole  natural  day  out  of  seven 
for  himself,  which  (according  to  the  sacred  Scriptures  and  the 
confesion  of  the  most  Learned  part  of  the  world)  consists  of 
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twenty  four  hours,  wherein  all  our  secular  consearns  ought  in  the 
most  desent  and  devout  manner  be  folded  up  to  give  way  to  the 
more  important  service  of  divine  worship  and  adoration,  and  all 
our  Laws  and  conceits  of  things  ought  to  be  regulated  by  scripture 
and  not  according  to  the  Philosiphy  of  the  heathen  or  the  super- 
sticious  opinions  or  traditions  of  man  and  when  the  Laws  of  any 
Kingdom  or  State  cooperate  with  and  are  agreeable  to  the  Com¬ 
mands  of  the  Great  Law  giver,  then  and  only  then  may  such  com- 
munetees  expect  to  enjoy  divine  favours  and  blessings  prosperity 
in  this  and  eternal  happiness  in  a  future  state  of  existance,  your 
Committee  acknowledge  it  was  surprizeing  to  them  that  our  hon¬ 
ourable  Court  should  at  this  day  when  we  are  just  amerging  from 
the  horrors  of  a  most  barbarous  and  unparraled  war  curtail  a  part 
of  the  forth  Commandment  by  tolerating  secular  concerns  or  Ser¬ 
vile  Labour  to  be  carried  on  six  hours  of  the  same  to  the  great 
disturbance  of  every  sober  and  Consciencious  Person  in  this  State 
for  no  other  Reasons  saith  the  Honourable  Court  than  that  because 
their  a  defirant  opinions  among  the  sober  and  Consciencious  Per¬ 
sons  of  the  same,  Concerning  the  commencement  of  the  sabath 
and  lest  they  should  be  thought  to  lay  unnecessary  restrictions  on 
the  subject  [6]. 

A  very  slender  excuse  indeed  to  whom  ought  we  to  hearken  to 
the  Great  Governor  of  the  world  or  to  the  Voice  of  the  sober  and 
consciencious  People,  a  semmilar  excuse  once  was  given  by  a 
King  of  Gods  antient  People  for  his  disobedience  of  a  special  com¬ 
mand  because  he  feared  the  People  but  the  inspired  Profits  In- 
trogative  Answer  was  hath  the  Lord  as  great  dilght  in  burn  offerings 
and  sacrifice  as  in  obeying  the  Voice  of  the  Lord  behold  to  obey  is 
better  than  sacrifice  and  to  hearken  than  the  fat  of  Rambs.  We 
cannot  conceive  that  the  diference  of  of  opinion  or  the  fear  of  the 
People  ought  to  cause  an  abolition  of  that  sacred  command  ye 
fourth  Commandment  but  that  it  ought  to  have  it  due  extent  at 
one  end  or  the  other,  perhaps  in  some  future  day  this  sober  and 
Consciencious  party  may  request  an  other  part  of  six  hours  more 
to  be  abolished  and  so  on,  untill  that  Great  and  most  Interesting 
command  becomes  null  and  void,  not  by  the  traditions  of  men, 
but  by  the  Law  of  the  state,  to  draw  to  a  close  in  as  concise  a 
manner  as  a  thing  of  so  great  weight  and  Importance  will  admit 
of  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  Remonstrance  be  preferred 
to  the  aforesaid  honourable  Court  when  assembled  that  there  may 
be  a  revision  of  and  amendment  of  the  above  cited  Law  that  their 
be  no  part  of  the  fourth  Commandment  abolished  by  Law  but  that

The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  Assembled  by  a  Legal  Warrant 
agreeable  to  the  Constitution  of  this  commonwealth  to  elect  one  or 
more  Sutable  Person  or  Persons,  to  Represent  them  in  the  great 
and  General  Court  of  this  Commonwealth  this  Present  year. 

Representative  Colo11.  Ebr.  Thayer  Jur.  After  the  votes  ware 
given  in  carefully  sorted,  and  Counted  it  appeared  that  Colo11. 
Ebenzr.  Thayer  Jur.  wras  chosen  A  Representative  for  this  Town 
this  present  year. 

1784  May  31. 

The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  Assembled  by  a  Legal  Warrant, 
The  particulars  whereof  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

First,  after  a  Moderator  chosen,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  Choose 
Collectors  to  Collect  the  Taxes  that  are  ordered  to  be  assessed  or 
Impower  the  assessors  to  agree  with  Collectors  for  the  same. 

2ndly,  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  appoint  an  agent  or  agents 
to  shew  cause  to  the  General  Court  at  their  next  sessions  why  this 
County  should  not  be  seperated  agreeable  to  the  Prayer  of  the 
Pettion  of  certain  Towns  in  this  County,  and  in  the  County  of 
Middlesex  according  to  a  notifycation  Published  in  the  Public 
paper  by  order  of  the  General  Court. 

3rdly,  To  Consider  whether  the  Town  will  Impower  said  agent  or 
agents  to  confer  with  any  committee  or  agents  that  are  or  may  be 
appointed  from  the  Towns  in  this  or  the  neighbouring  Countyes 
respecting  any  other  more  desirable  mode  of  dividing  this  County. 
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4thly,  To  Consider  of  and  determine  in  what  way  or  meathod  it 
will  be  best  for  the  Town  to  repair  the  Ironwork  Bridge  (so  called.) 

Model  ator.  Assembled  as  aforesaid  Colo11.  Ebenzr.  Thayer 
Junr.  was  chosen  Moderator. 

[22]  Assessors  to  hire  Collectors.  Voted,  that  the  assessors 
be  impowered  to  hire  Collectors  to  Collect  all  the  Taxes  that  may 
be  assessed  upon  the  Polls  and  Estates  within  this  Town  this  pres¬ 
ent  year,  and  that  the  Person  or  Persons*  to  wliome  they  shall 
commit  the  Taxes  give  to  the  assessors  such  Security  for  the  faith- 
full  performance  of  their  service  as  they  shall  think  sufficient  to 
save  the  Town  from  harm. 

Voted,  to  choose  two  persons  as  agents  for  this  Town  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  Prayer  of  the  Pettion  mentioned  in  the  second  article  in 
the  Warrant. 

Voted,  to  choose  said  agents  by  Ballot  and  in  that  way  the  Honle. 
Samuel  Niles  Esqr.  and  Royal  Tyler  was  chosen  agents  (as  afore¬ 
said) 

Voted,  that  said  Agents  be  impowered  to  confer  with  any  Com¬ 
mittee  or  Agents  which  are  or  may  be  appointed  from  the  Towns 
in  this  or  the  Neighbouring  County es  respecting  any  other  more 
desirable  mode  of  dividing  this  County. 

Voted,  To  Choose  a  Committee  to  Pettition  the  General  Ses¬ 
sions  of  the  Peice  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  to  mak  the  Iron  work 
Bridge  in  this  Town  a  County  cost  or  otherwise  afford  some  help 
in  repairing  the  same. 

The  Honle  Samuel  Niles  Esqr.  &  Royal  Tyler  ware  chosen  a 
Committee  for  that  purpose.

Thomas  French  has  against  the  Town 
and  that  the  Town  will  justify  him,  in  acting  in  that  matter  as  he 
shall  think  proper.

To  fly  to 
Clubs  or  Armes,  to  divert  the  impending  Ruin  the  consequences  of 
which  would  render  us  easy  victims  to  foreign  and  inveterate  foes. 
No  as  Loyal  Subjects  &  C'ytizens  inflamed  with  true  Patriotism  we 
feel  ourselves  chearfully  willing  to  lend  our  aid  at  all  times  in  sup¬ 
porting  the  dignity  of  Government  but  in  as  much  as  there  are 
numerous  Grievances  or  intolurable  Burthens  by  some  means  or 
other  lying  on  the  Good  Subjects  of  this  republic,  Our  Eyes  un¬ 
der  Heaven,  are  upon  the  Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  their  names  will  shine  Brighter  in  the  American  annals  by 
preserving  the  invaluable  Liberties  of  their  own  People  than  if
